Loxpon, April 20,—Considerable attention 
fc being directed in parliamentary circles to 
the singularly strong opposition that has 
been developed toward the Government bill 
restricting the storage and sale of parafiine 
and other infammable liquids. This com- 
paratively unimportant measure had placed 
against it more ‘‘notices of opposition’’ than 
have ever been presented against any Dill in 
the British Parliament. Usually ten or a 
dozen such notices is the extreme limit, even 
in the case Of measures of the first import- 
ance, but sixty members from among all 
parties have notified that they will move the 
rejection of the inflammable liquids Dill, An 
uneasy suspicion is gaining ground that the 
‘‘free and incorruptible’’ British Legislature 
has been ‘‘got at’’ by a lobbyist for an Amer- 
ican oll corporation, whose trade would be 
materially affected by the passage of this 
measure. 

This suspicion is strengthened by a scru- 
tiny of the names of the avowed opponents of 
the bill, which include a large proportion of 
members of the ‘‘Guinea pig’’ variety, to 
whom parliament is a profitable source of 
income owing tothe vantage ground it gives 
them for promoting bubble companies. Con- 
dign punishment is meted out to members of 
Parliament who are convicted of corruption, 
and the corrupters are still more severely 
punished; but the English dread of scandal 
and the methods of buying members’ support 
are so insidious that they are very rarely ex- 
posed. In the case of the infammable liquids 
bill, the opposition comes largely from the 
city, and the American company referred to 
has engaged the services, directly or Iingi- 
rectly, of the most experienced lobbyist 
Westminster, whose knowledge of the 
different members and their means enables 
him always to raise a substantial opposi- 
tion to any bill against which he is employed.

SENDING EMIGRANTS TO SARDINIA. 

Rome, April 20.—The Italian government 
has sent several officials to Sardinia to pre- 
pare the way for Italian emigrants. It is pro- 
posed to allot to each emigrant family a share 
ofland, equivalent toabout five acres, the 
land to be paid for on easy terms. The Italian 
government is too poor to give the emigrants 
financial assistance in making a start, and 
there is very little money in Sardinia. So far 
not even one family has expressed a desire to 
goto Sardinia. The officers for booking for 
the United States are besieged by clamorous 
crowds. An Italian named Miraglia, who 
arrived back trom America recently with 
$15,000, which he had saved upin five years, 
was robbed of it all withintwo hours after 
going ashore in Italy.

CRUELTY TO CONVICTS. 


What a Legislative Committee Discovered 
at the Minnesota State Prison. 


St. PauL,Minn., April 20.—The special com- 
mittee appointed by the House to investigate 
the reports of brutal treatment of convicts in 
the penitentiary at Stillwater reported this 
morning. The committee examined thre 
prisoners who tried to 
and others, and finds 
tempt due to the system of working 
convicts and citizens together. After re- 
capturing Prisoner Douglass Deputy Lemon 
struck him severely, and the committee be- 
lieves unnecessarily, and the wound had not 
yet been dressed, severaldays later. Lemon 
also broke a can over recaptured Prisoner 
Anderson by repeated blows. 

The three men were treated Yo ball and 
socketand solitary confinement for sixteen 
hours and suspended by being handcuffed 
through the bars of their cells during the en- 
tire time. After six hours’ rest they were 
suspended for sixteen more hours. On the 
third day of this treatment the committee 
found = them, having been suspended 
fifty-one out of sixty-seven hours. 
Similiar severe punishment was 
meted to others for trifiing offenses. ‘The 
‘*solitary’’ was found in very filthy condition 
and not fitto put cattlein. Itis common to 
pum ish men by solitary confinement with sus- 
pension for from twotofive days and even 
longer.

An Italian Assassin Slain by the Son 
of His Victim. 


A DESPERATE HAND-TO-HAND COMBAT 
WITH STILETTOS. 


A Fearful Tragedy at Hoboken, N. J., in 
Which Two People Were Killed and 
a Third Mortally Wounded—The Home 
ofan Italian Family the Scene of the 
Crime. 


HOBOKEN, N. J., April 20.—Early this morn- 
ing Angelo Gaboth, aged 35, of Stone street, 
New York, murdered his mother-in-law, 
dangerously stabbed his father-in-law and 
was slain by Conoguito Chinchella, aged 18, a 
son of the murdered woman, A general 
melee followed. The affray occurred 
at 10 ##$Grand street. Gaboth ana his 
wife, whois the daughter of Chin- 
chella, were visiting the Chichellas; Gaboth 
is a worthless fellow. It is believed he visited 
the Chinchellas for the purpose of robbing 
his father-in-law and obtaining a certain 
sum of money which he knew him to possess. 
Last night Mrs. Gaboth slept with her 
mother. Gaboth himself slept in the same 
bed with his father-in-law. In another room 
the sons of Chinchella, named respectively 
Conoguito and Anselmo, had retired for the 
night. 

THE ASSASSIN. 

About 12:30 this morning when all were 
soundly sleeping, Gaboth, armed with a 
stilletto, arose from the bed and noiselessly 
walked into his mother-in-law’s room. Lean- 
ing over the sleeping woman he plunged the 
weapon into her abomen, and then witha 
semi-circular sweep of the weapon almost 
disembowled her. The woman uttered buta 
single shriek. She died almost instantly. 
Her cry partly aroused her husband, but not 
hearing it repeated, he thought nothing fur- 
ther of it, and soon fellasleepagain. Ga- 
both’s wife, who was sleeping with her 
mother, made nosound, but remained per- 
fectly quiet. The blood from her mother’s 
horrible wound literally covered her, but 
still she did notstir. There is no doubt but 
that she was well aware of what her hus- 
band was doing, and it looks as ifshe wasa 
party to the plot to murder her relatives. 

Gaboth after killing his mother-in-law re- 
turned to the room in which his father-in 
law slept. A moment later, he thrust the 
stilletto still reeking with the blood of Mrs. 
Chinchella into the neck of herhuband. He 
evidently meant to end the old man’s life 
with the blow. His aim was bad and he 
missed the vital spot, but the knife made a 
ragged wound in Mr. Chinchella’s throat. 
The wounded man gave a shriek which 
awakened his son Conoguito. He sprang from 
his bed and rushed into his father’s room. 
Hie was met by Gaboth with the stilletto 
dripping with blood in his uplifted hand. 
Conoguito was also armed with a stilletto. 
Gaboth struck a vicious blow at the son, 
which the latter dodged. A fight to the 
death followed. 

THE DEADLY COMBAT. 

Up and down the room the two men fought, 
each trying to carve the life out of the other. 
Gaboth’s wife, hearing the struggle, ran 
from her room and threw herself between the 
In doing this she received two 
light wounds. Young Chinchella was fur- 
ther enraged atthe sight of his sister cov- 
ered with blood, and pressed his antagonist 
the harder. Anselmo Chinchella took a hand 
in it at this point and dragged his sister 
away, insisting that the two men be left to 
fight itout. The fight then went on unmo- 
lested. Young Chinchella proved the stronger 
and more active of the two. He madea 
feint at his antagonist, and a moment later 
drove the stilleto into his left eye and into 
the brain. As Caboth was falling young 


| tington told him to halt, when the 
negro rushed at Whittington, seized the gun 
he carried and wrendqhed it from his hands, 
nearly dragging him from the horse, Frazier 
fired both barrels of the gun at him, the con- 
tents almost tearing his head from his body.

PITTSBURG, Pa., April 20.—Detective Cook 
of the Pittsburg & Lake Erie road made 
the first five arrests Of a gangof railroad 
thieves who are estimated to have gotten 
away with fully $100,000 worth of plunder dur- 
ing the last three or four years. Three of the 
leaders are in the Pittsburg jail and 
two others are in the ‘McKees- 
port Central Station. Informations have 
been made against thirty-one others who 
will soon be taken into custody. The gang 
has been operating on freight trains on the 
Baltimore & Ohio, the Pittsburg, McKeesport 
& Youghiogheny, the Southwestern Penn- 
sylvania and Pittsburg & Lake Erie lines. 
One of the men arrested has confessed, giving 
@ full list of the robberies and of his haul. 


IN PRISON IN FEMALE ATTIRE. 

NEw YORK, April 20.—A few days ago War- 
den Nathan Pillsbury of the penitentiary on 
Blackwell’s Island made a startling discov- 
ery. Among a new batch of prisoners was a 
rosy cheeked Irish girl who, when the 
matron undressed her, was discovered to bea 
man. The prisoner had been sentenced to 
six months for stealing articles of jewelry, 
together with $200 in gold. The prisoner had 
been entered upon the prigon books as Eliza 
Thurbert, but was changed by the Warden to 
Man Eliza. Whenthe time came to release 
the prisoner the $200in gold was found. The 
most remarkable thing about this case is that 
this man has occupied the same apartments 
with female servants, and has never been 
discovered, 


A MURDERER AT 75. 

ROCHESTER, N. H., April 20.—Kate Lawrence 
was murdered by James McDufiie last night. 
For the past seven years the woman has 
acted as housekeeper for Wm. McDuffie, a son 
of the murderer. Kate came to the house 
about 11 o’clock last night with a young man, 
both under the influence of liquor. They 
were ordered away by McDuffie, but finally 
gainedan entrance, whereupon the old man 
began to beat them both and securing a shot- 
gun, emptied the barrel into the woman’s 
body, killing her instantly. McDuffie then 
left the house and was arrested, gun in hand, 
on his way to the village. He tis 75 years old, 
a farmer anda drinking man, and has re- 
sided here for many years. 


SAFE-BLOWING AT LITTLE ROCK. 

LITTLE Rock, April 2.—Burglars entered 
Frank Martin’s grocery store, corner of Ninth 
and Rock streets, last night, blew open the 
safe and secured about $100 in cash. The safe 
was completely demolished, pieces of the 
Steel plate betng blown through the side of 
the building, every window in which was 
broken. Dynamite was the explosive used, 
and the report was terrific. 

HOTEL THIEVES AT HOT SPRINGS. 

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., April 20.—Thieves went 
through the Plateau Hotel Friday night, se- 
curing about $8,000in money and diamonds. 
The thieves secured a gold watch anda con- 
siderable sum of money from Judge Duffy, 
and $2,000 in cash and diamonds valued at 
between $5,000 and $7,000 from Dr. Tum- 
blety. 

THE KENTUCKY POISONING. 

CINCINNATI, April 20.—Mr. Albert Snooks 
and his bride, who with the other guests at 
their wedding in Lyndon, Ky., were poisoned 
by drinking water froma wellin which a 
large quantity of arsenic had been surrepti- 
tiously deposited, are still at the Burnet 
House.

Chinchella drew out the weapon and quickly 
plunged it into Gaboth’s left side, piercing 
the heart. The latter fell to the floor a 
corpse. 

Gaboth’s wife, realizing that her husband 
had been killed, gave vent toa succession of 
screams. Her lamentations could be hearda 
block away. The neighbors were aroused 
and broke into the apartments of the Chin- 
chellas. On the floor lay the body of Gaboth, 
drenched in blood. His wife lay on his pros- 
trate form, her blood mingling with his. On 
the bed lay old Chinchella, with blood pour- 
ing from the ragged wound in histhroat. He 
was unable tospeak. In the next room lay 
the dead and horribly mutilated body of old 
Mrs. Chinchella. The bed was soaked with 
her blood. The Chinchella boys then told the 
story of Gaboth’s crime, and of the slaying 
of Gaboth by oneof them. Conoguito said: 
‘*] killed this man,’’ pointing to the body of 
Gaboth. He then put on his hat and pro- 
ceeded tothe police station where he gave 
himselfup. There he again told the story of 
the tragedy, andthe few slight wounds he 
had receiyed from Gabothin his fight with 
him were dressed. A force of police was at 
once sent to the Chinchella residence. Old 
Chinchella was removed tothe hospital. He 
was unable to speak. The bodies of Mrs. 
Chinchellaand her slayer were removed to 
the morgue. The Chinchella boys and their 
sister are under arrest. The sister’s wounds 
were dressed and she was sent to the hospi. 
tai, where sheis under watch. Conoguito 
has also been removed tothe hospital in or- 
der that his wounds may be properly attended 
to. Itis not expected that the father will 
survive. 

At the police station young Chinchella said: 
‘‘If itis murder then I did murder Gaboth.. 
He killed my mother and tried to kill my 
father. He would have killed usall if lIhad 
not killed him. It was a fight for life between 
us and I killed him.’’ 
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SHOT HER LOVER. 
ATTEMPTED MURDER AND SUICIDE AT A DE- 
TROIT HOTEL. 

DETROIT, Mich., April 20.—M.E. Vonhschoen- 
ing, traveling for a New York musical house, 
stopped at the Russell House, this city, when 
he arrived here last Friday on his usual trip. 
Yesterday afternoon he had a caller in the 
person of Miss Abbie Keiser of Cleveland, the 
daughter ofa music dealer of that city, who 
has been inlove with Vonschoening. Her 
love was not reciprocated by the New Yorker, 
and she came todemand back some letters 
she had written. While parleying with him 
on the subject she drew a revolver and fired 
four shots at him, one taking effect in his 
abdomen and another going through his 
hand. Miss Keiser then tooka dose of mor- 
phine. Vonschoening’s injuries are not con- 
sidered dangerous. Itis thought this morn- 
ing that Miss Keiser will recover. Von- 
schoening says she has been forcing her love 
on him persistently and followed him here 
from Cleveland. Her father, Ernest Keiser, 
keeps a large music store in the Arcade in 
that city. 


MURDER OF A LOUISIANA PLANTER. 

LITTLE Rook, Ark., April 20.—News of the 
murder of Wiley Whittington, a wealthy 
planter living across the line of Columbia 
County, Arkansas, in Louisiana, has just 
reached here. Whittington came over into) 
this State to see a negro named Gus Frazier. 
He was on horseback and carried a shotgun. 
Frazier met him in front of his hoyse, and, 
after some sharp words, started for the 


bagnio over the possession of a woman 
named Alice Hall. James threw his bowie at 
Louls and pierced him through the stomach. 
The wounded man is ina dangerous condi- 
tion.

SEVEN DOOMED MEN 


The Negroes to Be Executed in the In- 
dian Territory To-Day. 


PREPARATIONS FOR RESCUE BY FRIENDS 
OF THE CONDEMNED. 


Intense Excitement Throughout the We- 
waka District in Which the Execution 
Takes Place—An Unavailing Plea for 
Pardon—The Crime for Which the Men 
Are to Be Shot. 


EUFAULA, I. T., April 20.—This is the day on 
which the seven doomed negroes are to be 
shot in the Wewaka District. It is possible 
that the execution will not occur, as there is 
& strong sentiment among the negroes of the 
district that the men are wrongfully accused 
of the crime, and their execution will be 
nothing more than a legal murder. Nothing 
in the history of the Creek Nation in recent 
years has created anything approaching the 
excitement which this incident has caused, 
and it is increasing as the hour of 
the execution draws near. The blacks, 
who compose the largest element in that 
part of the reservation, have sworn that it 
shall not take place, and have made every 
preparations to prevent it. 

The first stepinthis direction was an ap- 
peal for pardon to the head man of the Creek 
Nation. Fallinginthisthey are prepared to 
rescue the doomed men by force of arms 
when they are led from the prison tothe 
scene of the execution. It is not believed the 
Chief will grant a pardonto all the con- 
victed men, but it is possible he may inter- 
fere in behalf of three of them, against whom 
the evidence of guilt is not as strongas it is 
against the other four. 

The Wewaka District is fifty-eight miles 
from here, and it is impossible to obtain in- 
formation of what occurred there speedily, 
but everything indicates that the execution 
will be attempted and the negroes will resist 
it. Everyone from this section of the Terrie 
tory has gone thereto witness it, and they 
have all gone armed. If the negroes 
make any attempt to rescue the 
condemned men there will be a 
terrible fight, for the Indians are determined, 
and they are supported in their purpose by 
everyone on the reservation except the ne- 
groes themselves. The crowd will be im- 
mense, forthe country for miles around is 
deserted. Everyone is at Wewaha. 

THE CRIME. 

The crime for which they are tobe exe- 
cuted is the murder of Robert Reed and Wiley 
Walls, twolIndilans, on Oct. 20, 1889. There 
are two settlements at Wewaha, one called 
Tulsatown and the other Bruner. Tulsatown 
is settled by Indians and Bruner by negroes 
and the feeling between the set- 
tlements is not friendly. One of 
the Bruners was wanted by the 
CreeK authorities, but the Light Horsemen 
were unable to get him because they were all 
well Known to the negroes, and whenever 
they went to Bruner the fugitive was notified 
intime to escape. Reed and Wallis, full- 
blooded Creeks, were given authority toar.- 
rest him.! They found Bruner one Sun- 
day morning near a church, while service 
was going on, and they attempted 
to arrest him, but he resisted and 
fought so hard that they killed him. Reed 
and Walls rode toa house near by and were 
sitting on their horses, telling the occupants 
of the house what had occurred, when they 
were surrounded by a crowd of negroes 
from this church, who riddled them with 
buHets and left them where they fell. The 
authorities arrested Ross Riley, Jeff Brown, 
Douglas Brown, Para Johnson, Price Haw 
kins, Labie Hawkins and Andy Hawkins. 
They were tried and convicted and sentenced 
to be shot to-day. The negroes appealed to 
the Chief for pardon, but it was 
refused, and then they vowed the execution 
should not occur. The Indians of Tulsatown 
asked the Chiefto furnish protection to the 
Light Horsemen who are to carry out the 
sentence of the court and he promised to do 
so. Ati1o’clock no information had been re- 
ceived from Wewaha of a later hour than 
midnight, but the latest reports say that the 
excitementat Wewaha is intense and trouble 
is very probable. 


GRANTED A STAY. 

BROOKLYN, N. Y., April 20.—Nicola Trezza, 
the Brooklyn murderer, who was sentenced 
to be executed during the week commencing 
April 20 for the murder of Alexander Sal- 
vow, has secured a stay by legal processes. 
Dally & Bell, his counsel, made an ap- 
plication in Brooklyn to Judge Lo- 
combe for a writ of habeas corpus. 
As in the other cases Judge Locombe denied 
the application immediately and granted an 
appealto the Supreme Court of the United 
States. Warden Bush was therefore cited to 
appear before the United States Supreme 
Court at Washington on April 27 and answer 
to the writ. 


THE PURSUIT OF BULLING. 
St. JOSEPH, Mo., April 20.—The authorities 
are making strenuous efforts to catch Louis 
Bulling, who escaped from jallinthis city 
last Thursday nighta few hours before he 
was to have been hanged. Bulling was 
forced to marry his wife, whom he had 
deceived when she was a young girl 15 
years of age. She left him afterwards 
and went to work inthe Herbert House. On 
Jan. 12, 1888, Bulling went to the hotel to see 
her, but she refused to see him. He made his 
way to her room and drawing a revolver 
shot herand Killed her. He evidently in- 
tended to shoot himself, for he had in his 
pocket a letter bidding farewell to everyone, 
but he weakened. He wasto have been hanged 
on March 6, but Gov. Francis granted hima 
reprieve until last Friday, and in the mean- 
time he sawed out twenty-four iron bars on 
one side of his cage and escaped to the cor- 
ridor. From there he made his way out 
through a widow. Friends on the outside 
had removedthe glass. Since then he has 
not been seen, but itis repurted to-day that 
he has been located. 


HANNSTINE WILL HANG. 

LINCOLN, Neb., April 20.—The citizens of 
Broken Bow, Neb., are urging Gov. Boyd to 
reconsider his action granting a 
reprieve to Hannstine, the murderer, 
who was sentenced to hang last 
Friday for the inhuman and brutal murder of 
two citizens. Hannstine put on the manner 
of insanity and a plea was made to the Gov- 
ernor for a reprieve to enabie experts to 
examine into his condition. The reprieve 
was granted, and the citizens were so out- 
raged that they formeda moband would 
have lynched Hannstine ifthey could have 
got him. He afterwards told one of 
the guards in th@ jail that his 
insanity was assumed and was put on to 
escape hanging. A delegation then called 
upon the Governor, and consulted with him 
about the case. Gov. Boyd promised them 
that he would not pardon Hannstine or com- 
mute his sentence, and that no further re- 
prieves would be granted. The result is that 
Hannstine will be hanged on May 22.

IMPORTANT TO ST. LOUIS. 


Effort to Make This City the Southern Cat- 
tle Market. 


Last night Maj. R. L. Wilson of Denver ar- 
rived in this city and is at the Southern. 
Maj. Wilson, who was long prominently 
identified with the Colorado Cattle-Growers’ 
Association, said in reference tothe object of 
his visit: 

*‘*We cattlemen of the Southwest are going 
to make a determined effort, and I belleve 
that it will be a successful one, to secure the 
establishment of large cattle yards in St. 
Louls. The necessity for these is being felt 
more and more every day, as 
the number of cattle that can be 
more conveniently shipped by § lines 
centering in this city increases. A great 
change has come over the business in the ter- 
ritory south of the Union Pacific .since the 
Texas trail to the north has been closed. We 
used to drive the greater part of our cattle to 
the northern ranges, where they were given 
a year’s fattening and then sent to Chicago. 
But since the Texas trail to the North has 
been closed, and the drive isa thing of the 
past, the question of what we are 
to do with our stock presents sev- 
eral new problems. To take cattle from 
the ranges direct to Chicago is objectionable 
for several reasons. In the first place, the 
tripis too long and the cattlé arrive at their 
destination in a wretched condition. In the 
second place, the Northern range men con- 
trol that market and do everything that they 
can toimpede us and injure the sale of our 
stock. There has long been intense jealousy 
between the men north of the Platte and those 
located south of that stream, and at present 
the former have the advantage of us in 
Chicago. 

*A rule will soon be put in operation requir- 
ing all Southern cattle to be yarded together 
and kept separate fromthe Northern stock. 
The object isto cast suspicion upon it, and \ 
lead tothe belief that it is infected with 
Texas fever, of which there is notat present 
the slightest symptom. Of course we want to 
get away froma place where such a system 
prevails. The third reason is that weare 
very axious to get away from the control of 
the Big Four, and Know thatthis cannot be 
done as long as Chicago Is our principal mar- 
ket. St. Louis offers better advantages in 
every wayas a Southwestern cattle depot 
than any other city, and if only 
proper yardage were provided here 
it would prove of the greatest advantage to 
all concerned. I have in my pocket an 
agreement entered into by over fifty- ofthe 
leading cattle men of Texas, Kansag, South- 
ern Colorado and New Mexico to subscribe 
$250,000 to the stock of a company that will 
provide proper yards, and they also 
agree to ship all their cattle to this point. 
St. Louis capitalists and rallroad officials 
have been looking into the matter, and sev- 
eral plats of groundare under considera- 
tion. Ishallinaday or two take a look at 
the projected sites. Of courseit is too late 
to doanything toward receiving cattle here 
this year, but by next year I have every con- 
fidence that St. Louis will take its proper po- 
sition as a stock market, and will be the cen- 
ter of the cattle buginess of the entire South- 
west. 


THEY EXCHANGED WIVES.

Rather Romantic Ending of a Suit Against 
a Recreant Husband. 

Pa., April 20.—The people of 
Sturmerville, a small town just across the 
the river from this city, are busy talking 
about the romantic settlement of a law suit, 
which threatened at one time to put Michael 
Smith in the penitentiary. 

Several years ago Smith came to Sturmer- 
vile from Germany, where he had left his 
young wife. She was to join him speedily. 
By industry and thrift Smith soon prepared a 
home for his wife, and evidently looked for- 
ward with pleasure to the time when she 
would join him. He met comely Lizzie Evans 
one day at Port Griffith, however, and his af- 
fection for his absent wife began to waver. 
Finally the promised vows were forgotten. 
The usual remittance and letters were not re- 
ceived by Mrs. Smith and she grew suspicious 
and resolved to cometo America. She ar- 
rived here last October—too late, however, 
toreclaim the recreant husband, as he had 
already married the Griffith woman and in- 
stalled herinthe domicile he had intended 
for Mrs. Smith No, 1. 

The poor woman would have returned home 
in despair but for the arrival of Michael 
Evans upon the scene. Evans was not long 
in making the astonishing statement that 
Smith had married his (Evans’) wife. 


Proceedings were at once commenced 
against Smith for bigamy, and he was put tn- 
to jail. During the intermission, while Mrs. 
Smith was collecting her evidence, she often 
consulted Evans,and a strong intimacy re- 
sulted. He made overtures to her and found 
his affection was reciprocated, and proposed. 
The woman was willing, and said that if 
Smith consented she would not press her 
charge against him for bigamy. The latter, 
on being consulted, gladly gave his approval, 
and divorce proceedings will shortly be com- 
menced in court,

THE IMMIGRATION PROBLEM. 


Under What Circumstances a Nation May 
Stand Guard at Its Posts. 


Boston, Mass., April 20.—The Rev. Dr. 
Phillips Brooks in nis sermon at Trinity 
Church yesterday tookup the immigration 
problem. No nation, as no man, he said, has 
a right totake possession of a choice bit of 
Goda’s earth to exclude the foreigner from 
its territory, simply that it may live more’ 
comfortably and bea little more at peace. 
But if to this particular nation there has been 
given the development of acertain part of 
God’s earth for universal purposes; if the 
world in the great march of the centuries is 
going to be richer for the development of a 
certain national character bullt up by a large 
type of manhood here, then for the world’s 
sake, for the sake of these very nations that 
would pour in upon that whict. would disturb 
that development, we havearight to stand 
guard over it. 

‘‘We are to develop here in America a type 
of national character, we believe, for which 
the world isto bericher always. It may be 
the last great experiment of God’s warning 
of humanity here upontheearth. Wehavea 
right tostand guard over the conditions of 
that experiment, over the development of 
the training of that peculiar and richer life, 
letting nothing interfere with it, drawing 
into it the richness which isto come by the 
entrance of many men from many regions of 
the earth, feeling that itis to be perfected, 
not by any narrow working upon itself, but 
asagreat amalgam of all thatisrich in all 
the centuries of allthatis precious In all the 
lands. . 

‘*There does seem to meto beat least the 
theoretical solution of that of which our 
thoughts and anxious minds are full to-day. 
There must come some time a statesmanship 
which cradles and holds up and works by the 
great ideas that each nation hasaright to 
develop its own life always kept from selfish- 
ness and narrowness by the consciousness 
that it is not for itself, for its own comfort or 
its own wealth, but !t is for the great, broad, 
good of all the world,’’

Mob Law Again Rules in the Coke 
Regions. 


THE FRICK WORKS SPRROUNDED BY 
RIOTOUS STRIKERS, 


Warrants for the Arrest of the Leaders 
Cannot Be Served Without the Aid of 
Troops—The Coroner’s Inquest at Mt. 
Pleasant—Threatened Strike of Ooal 
Miners in Iowa. 


" ScoTTDALE, Pa., April 20.—Rioting by the 
strikers continues in the coke regions. The 
Leisinring No. 2 plant of the Frick Coke Co, 
has been kept in an uproar continuously 
Zince Saturday night. The works are sur- 
rounded by the mob day and night. Explo- 
sions of the bombs, firing of guns, blowing of 
horns and beating of cans can be heard atall 
hours. The whole community seems to 
be dazed, and no one knows 
what moment the worst may come. The 
coke companies havesworn out injunctions 
against thirty-three of the leaders, and also 
instituted criminal charges against them. 
The injunction papers and warrants have 
been placed in the hands of the Sheriffand 
constables, but they claim to be powerless to 
serve *them without the assistance of the 
troops. 

The injunction suits instituted against 
forty strikers by Schoonmaker § Co. came up 
this morning, but were postponed until the 
June term of court. At the requestof the 
defendants who were not ready the same 
course will be pursued In the Ratincy tnjunc- 
tion cases in the United States Court at Ilitts- 
burg to-day. 

The Coroner’s jury assembled at Mount 
Pleasant atlo’clock this afternoon to con- 
sider the evidence tn the Morewood Investiga- 
tion, but no verdict is expected until late 
this afternoon. There were no evictions at, 
Morewood to-day owing toa legal hitch, but 
notices have been dated Sunday. Itis prob- 
able the strikers will leave their houses qul- 
etly. The company reports 104 men at work 
at Morewood to-day. Painter’s plantis run- 
ning full, andatthe Black Hill mines, and 
|} this block of ovens were. started. A large 
mas3-meeting is in progress near Mt. Pleas- 
ant this afternoon, but everything Is quiet. 

A special from Mt. Pleasant says: At 
2 o’clock this afternoon the Coroner’s 
jury announced its verdict in 
the Morewood riot: case as 
follows: ‘‘That the deceased came to his 
death at Morewood on Thursday morning, 
April 2, 1891, about 3o0’clock bya bullet. dls- 
charged from a gun or revolver in the hands’ 
of the deputies of the Sheriff of Westmoreland 
County.’’ This applies to each man Killed in 
the riot, 


MUSICIANS’ GRIEVANCE, 

NEN YorxK,*April 20.—The musical untons of 
New York are greatly worked up over a 
rumor that Edward Strauss is organizing an 
orchestra in Berlin to preform at Madison 
Square and in the large cities of this country. 
The unions of this city protested when 
Strauss brought over his first orchestra and 
tried to prevent their appearance on the 
ground that the men were laborers and were 
subject to the conditions of the contract 
labor law. It was decided that they were 
artists and were permitted to appear before 
the public. The musicians will bring 
the matter up again, however, as the 
author of the contract labor Dill has 
said that the law was meant to cover such 
cases, and that it was only intendedto allow 
artists such as Patti, Ole Bull and Campanini 
to appear in this country, and not a swarm of 
ordinary musicians who claim to be artists, 

WORLD’S FAIR MEN WANT SHORT HOURS. 

CuHIcaGo, April 20.—There are 600 men em- 
ployed on the World’s Fair site and they have 
organized with the determination of securing 
eight hours and $1.75 instead of ten hours and 
$1.50 a day as at present. They claim they were 
promised a raise Aprill, but did not getit, 
At a meeting of the Trades Assembly yester- 
day it was decided to support the strikers. Mc- 
-Arthur Bros., the contractors, say they 
will not grant the demand and are goingto 
ask police protection. Ifthe demand ts not 
acceded to by noon to-day the men will go 
out. Trouble is looked for. 

PREPARING FOR THE COMING STRIKE. 

CHIcaGco, lll., April 20.—A special dispatch 
from Ottumwa, Io., says: It has leaked 
out here through a Burlington official that 
the road has been quietly for the last threo 
weeks utilizing every coal car and box car 
possible for the purpose of hauling and stor- 
ing an unusual supply of coal for the coming 
summer. The company has positive advices, 
he said, that the miners in this sec- 
tion itn common with all the other 
miners of the United States will goout May 1 
determined that the operators shall accede to 
their demands. The Milwaukee road has 
been pursuing the same policy, which adds 
additional color to the subject. 

At Chisholm and Avery the miners are out 
and at Flagler they have demanded an in- 
crease of Scents and 7 cents. a bushel for the 
summer scale, declaring that they will quit 
work if their demands are not acceded to. 

The miners’ representatives say they will 
not strike May lin common with their East- 
ern brethrenas that would preclude their 
rendering thé assistance needed while the 
latter are out of employment, butthe oper- 
ators regard thisa biindto give the miners 
greater opportunity to makethe strike here 
more certain and effective, Ifthe strike is 
inaugurated it will affect over 8,000 lowa men 
andtheir familiesand will seriously curtall 
the output of coal, which ts over 4,000,000 
bushels annually in lowa coal flelds. 


GOMPERS ASKS FOR AID. 

CuIcaco, lll., April 20.—Samuel Gompers,

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"A WILD HORSE HUNT. 


AN EXCITING CHASE ON THE PLAINS OF 
MONTANA. 


It’s One Thing te Buy e Herd of Horses 
and Another Thing to Gatch Them—An 
Exciting Experience in the Summer of 
1889. 


As Montana has been in the past the verit- 
able Elysian fields for countless herds of wild 
animals, soitis destined in the future to be 
the great home for domestic animals. The 

climate, water and feed of that country unite 
perfectly the many qualities necessary to 
make it oneof the great stock countries of 
the world. It seems, however, pre-eminently 
adapted for horses. 

During the summer of 1889 I had bar- 
gained for four car loads of Western horseg 
running in Gallatin Valley, Montana, about 


In Three Jumps He Was Running at Full Speed, 
forty miles south of Bozeman. Havingjbought 
aspecified number of horses at an agreed 
price per head, without having seen a horse 
that I was to have, only with the understand- 
ingthatI was to have my pick of the best 
that could be caught, 1 was somewhat 
anxious to see my purchase. They were from 
a brand of horses the most widely known of 
any in Montana, numbering about 8,000 head, 
and famous for being the wildest horses in 
the West. They ran ina country about fifty 
miles square, including the bottom lands, 
foot-hills and mountains lying between the 
Gallatin and Madison Rivers, the two right 
hand branches of the Big Missouri. 

* The present owner drove a band of 600 
mares of Spanish-Arabian blood from Cali- 
fornia north, during the summer of 1870, and 
turned them loose for the winterin the Gal- 
latin Valley. The summer had been very hot 
and dry, followed bya very severe winter, 
and the houses from the long drive were 
tired and thin in fiesh. The following spring 
there were alive out of his 600 mares but 250. 
The owner being financially crippled by his 
loss, went to work in the mines and left his 
horses to shift for themseives. They ran thus 
for about four years, with no care at all ex- 
cept an occasional inquiry from cruisers by 
the owner asto whether they were ‘‘located’’ 
in the country. 

FINE HORSES. 

They did not travel more than twenty-five 
miles in any direction from the place where 
they had spent their first winter in Montana. 
During this time the increase, consisting of 
the young stock from colts up to 4-year-olds, 
had not been branded, and the young stal- 
lions had not been castrated. The mares 
thatcame from California with the strong 
strain of Spanish blood were born travelers; 
the stallions that ran with the herd were 
even better bred than the mares, so that at 
the end of four years, when the owner began 
totry tohandle his horses, te found to hig 
amazement that, although he had some of as 
fine horses as ever graced the Western plains, 
he could not catch them. Although bis riders 
were mounted on the best saddle-horses to be 
had, some of them half thoroughbreds that 
could run their two miles in four minutes, 
they could not ‘‘round in'’ some of the 
swiftest of the main herd. 


Down an Incline of 25 Degrees, Covered With 
Rolling Rocks He ent. 

During their first four years’ sojourn in thig 
valley the anteldpe, elk, buffalo and other 
wild animals had been their only associates. 
The silent vastness of the mountains and the 
grim solitude of the plains have the same ef- 
fect On animalsasonman. The stiliness, so 
intense at times as to be almost painful, acts 
directly and powerfully on the senses, They 
become wilder than any wild animal, ‘‘If I 
had taken a Sharps rifie,’’ said the owner to 
meone day after a hot chase, ‘‘and shot 
down a hundred or more of the leaders, I 
would have been thousands of dollars better 
off to-day.’’ 

DID NOT CATCH THEM. 

When it was decided to handle these horses 
as they should be, the plan was to ride in 
every airection, gradually round up the 
country On which they were located, drive 
theminto strongly built corrals, brand all 

dhe young stock and castrate the young 
stallions. Thig Deing done, it would bea 
com 
inc each succeeding spring. 

But, alas, how he had failed to reckon with 
his hosts! In the early summer of °75, about 
40 tough speedy saddle horses had been pro- 
vided, and with six or seven expert riders 
each with his California cow boy saddle, and 
his string of six saddle horses, the work of 
collecting the horses was begun in earnest. 

It was in the ‘month of May; horses had 
been on green grass for six weeks;if any had 
grown thin during the winter they had now 
become sleek and fat. The sight of@ man on 
horseback was the novel sight that met the 
gaze of the younger herd. Curiosity changed 
to alarm, and ina few moments the herd was 
in rapid motion. Running for some distance 
until they gained a higher lookout,they came 
to a full stop; standing close together every 

took up the attitude of alarm, head 

lifted high inthe air, ears erect, eye-brows 
arched, holding their breath for a few 
seconds, looking intently and earnestly 
at that strange object in the _  dis- 
tance. The older members of _ that 
band quickly recognized the _ strange 
object as aman on horseback, riding at full 
epeed towards them. Thoroug alarmed, 
the herd now ‘‘flies’’ for safety. The fleetest 
takes up the lead, and jn the vernacular of 
the West, ‘‘they hit the high places and quit 
the fiats.’’ The rider follows at full speed, 
and, after a hard chase for two or three 
miles, some of the mares begin to lag, are 
en by the horseman and driven to the 
branding corral, but the leaders of the band 
make good their escape, This pian was kept 
for some time, but it was evident that 
they were only getting the tall ends of the

GOOD ONES ESCAPED. 

It would generally happen that after they 
had succeeded in corrailing a band, they 
would find that just the horses they wanted 
had escaped. Thus the work progressed dur- 
ing the season; taking fresh horses each Gay, 
they sought to run in with a band of mares 
and colts some unbranded filly or stallion that 
had never been in the corral before, Year 
after year they branded what they cquid 
capture and trained the balance toruna little 
faster or endure a hard chase a little longer, 

When I arrived at the ranch in July, 1889, 
the boys set to work to run in some of the best 
geldings and mares. 
around the ranch and listened to the old man 
tellof histwenty yearsin the Rocky Mount- 
ains and waited the return of the boys 
late in the afternoon from a 
hard day’s chase, with a emall band 
of welPlrun horses. With the air of those 
fighting against fate they would recount in 
the evening how several fine geldings got 
away from them. Boys who had been on the 
ranch for years knew by sight some of the 
most showy of these runaways, and they 
would tell about that fine dapple gray that 
runs in a certain valley, or ‘‘that high-head- 
ed, blazen faced sorrel with silver mane and 
tail,’’ or ‘‘those twocoal blacks that always 
run together’’ on such and such a mouniain, 

The morning of the third day I told the 
boss that I would like to go out with the boys 
and see for myself why those horses could not 
be run in; for in myown mindI had misgiv- 
ings that they might intentionally leave back 
some of their best geldings. 

Soon after sunrise eight of us, mounted on 
fresh horses, rode out from the ranch and 
headed for a plateau twelve milesaway. We 
had in our group some of the owner's best 
horses, of true mettie and thoroughly game, 
My mount wasa half thoroughbred, a vet- 
eran in the chase,who had before his capture 
led many a wild race, and since had acted 4a 
noble part. He wasa bright bay, about one 
thousand pounds in weight, trim limbed, 
barrel body, well set shoulders and neck, 
strong loin, great lung capacity, an immense 
propelling power in thigh muscle andan eye 
that expressed the unconquerable spirit of 
the horse that would die in the chase. 

DRIVING THE HORSES. 

Arriving at the edge of the plateau the 
foreman briefly stated what they would try 
todo. Cautiously goingup the back side of 
a knoll that overlooked the plateau we saw a 
level tract of country about four miles across, 
almost circular in shape? raised above the 
surrounding country about three hundred 
feet. This was dotted hereand there with 
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Driving the Wild Horses. 
small bands of horses of from ten to fifty 
ina band, and there seemed to be about five 
hundred horsesin sight. I was left at this 
point, the other seven riders separating and 
going round the plateau on opposite sides, all 
the while keeping owt of Sight of the horses, 
until the eight men were stationed equl-dis- 
tant around the edge of the plateau about 
two miles apart. The plan was to set all 
those horseg running and then, by quick 
movements of the riders as outside picket 
guards, tokeep the horses in motion until 
they were partially tired, letting as few es- 
cape off the plateau as possible, and then 
gradually close inonthemand by confusiou 
and milling around crowd them into a solid 
herd in the center. Iwasonthe south side, 
and was instructed in a general way to use 
my Own judgment and act so asto do the 
most good at the most critical time, 

AN EXCITING 8CENE. 
Two minutes after a rider made his appear- 
ance on the north side ofthe plateau, every 
horse on the plains was in rapid motion. The 
scene that followed for the next fifteen min- 
utes can hardly be described. A band of wild 
horses running at full speed, with mane and 
tail streaming in the wind, is a stirring and 
beautiful sight, Here were from twenty-six 
to thirty bands, having from fifteen to thirty 
in each band, running at full speed, each in 
a different direction. Hither and thither they 
fiy, coming to the edge of the plateau, if met 
and turned back by the rider at that point, 
away they gotoanother part of the plain; 
some bands not being met quite in time by 
the rider, dash by him and are soon out of 
sight down amongthe foot-hills. If one has 
never seen a band of semi-wild horsesin full 
flight over the plains, he can hardly imagine 
the thrilling magnificene of this wild scene of 
thirty bands in one great changing pano- 
ramic view. 
Soon after the horses started I saw that the 
rider, who had taken up a station about four 
miles to my rightinthe dim distance, was 
running hard almost towards me, trying to 
stop a band of about fifty horses from leaving 
the plateau by running around ahead of him, 
The band was running almost directly to- 
wards me, about 200 yards to the right and 
abreast of the rider, who was trying to turn 
them. 
I watched most intently this band coming 
towards me, for I knew that there would be 
my opportunity. When within about two 
miles of meI could see by the steady swing- 
ing of the band, as iftorun around ahead of 
the rider, that his horse was falling behind 
and that the band was going to get away 
from him. How I wished that I was 
there to relieve him! As I was 
straining my eyes to catch every 
move, quick as a flash, afider sprang into 
view from behind a knoll, where he had been 
stationed. He had been watching the chase 
the same as I and, justat the right moment, 
gave reintohis anxious steed and took up 
the chase, running ahead ofthe band. As 
the band noticed this new recruit, it merely 
swayed back in its line of motion and came 
rushing on towards me. Just back of my po- 
sition it broke off tntoa rough, wild, moun- 
tainous country, and to this they were head- 
ed. I believe the noble horse thatI was rid- 
ing knew just as well as Il what was coming; 
from the time the horses first began to run, 
he had watched every movement most in- 
tently. The slight trembling of his muscles 
that I could feel under the saddle, showed 
how keenly he appreciated the scene before 
him, 

A HARD RIDE. 

The horse that bore therider now madea 
good run ofa mile anda half, but carryinga 
man of 160 pounds anda saddleof forty, al- 
though not winded he gradually iost ground, 
and when within half a mile of mel saw the 
band begin to sway in towards him, showing 
too clearly that they were running ahead, al- 
though from my position I could not tell 
which was in the lead. Now was my oppor- 
tunity ; giving my horse the rein and leaning 
forward on his neck, inthree jumps he was 
running at full speed towards the 
band, headed a little to the right of 
their line of travel. The intervening 
space was equickly covered, and when 
within fifty yards ofthe band,I stopped my 
horse as quick as he started, and, turning in 
his tracks as quick as a dog, in less time than 
it takes to tell it, I was running at full speed 
about forty yards tothe right of and justa 
little in the leadof the band. Waving my 
sombrero high in air, andyelling at the top 
of my voice, I managed to make them swerve 
their course somewhat in towards the center 
of the plateau. The band now contained 
about fifteen head of barren mares and full-

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looking horses asleversaw. They were as 
wet as if they had just swam a river, their 
heads and necks stretched to the front, 
nostrils widely dilated, and running with a 
long, sweeping jump, their wind and muscles 
did not seem to have failed them in the least. 
When they saw me they seemed to forge 
ahead faster thanever. I gave my horse the 
rein, and made a quick mile. 

Then, although not gaining much on me, 
they began to crowd me on to the upper 
points of the foot-hills that surround the 
plateau; over knolls and swales my horse 
swept on with the speed and grace of the Irish 
hunter, but being crowded on to this rough 
country, he was losing ground. The band 
was on my right, while on my left the coun- 
try sloped off quite precipitously for three 
hundred or four hundred feet, rough and 
broken, washouts, shelving rocks, and some 
places the ground perfectly covered with 
rolling boulders and fragments of rocks. I 
saw that my chase was soon toend, for it 
seemed that no horse could make any speed 
down such a mountain side. I let my horse 
have full rein, but did not have the heart 
to urge him swiftly down such a@ rocky

slope. He never slackened his speed; turn- 
ing swiftly to the left, he headed directly for 
the plains below. He seemed to see as quick- 
ly as I that he was losing ground by running 
across ravines. I could hardly believe my 
eyes. Had the horse gone mad? I had run 
many a wild chase in Montana after some 
wounded mountain sheep, deer, or antelope, 
or some wayward broncho, but Aothing ever 
like this. This was the wildest ride I ever 
made, but I was too much into the chase to 
have the prudence to rein up my horse. 
THE CAPTURE. 

Down, down the sloping side of the 
mountain, jumping shelving rocks, over 
washouts and sage brush and up sharp 
points, down an incline of 25 deg. covered 
with rolling rocks, he went at full speed, 
without once losing his footing, when it 
seemed that every jump was sufficient to 
drive his shoulders out of place, and, reach- 
ing the plain below, without a tremor he 
sped away acrossthe flats. The band was on 
the plains as soon as we, running with the 
untiring energy of a steam engine. 

Now using whip, I urged my brave horse at 
the top of his speed for another mile and a 
half. When my horse began to run hard and 
slacken his pace this band, after running at 
the topof their speed for overseven miles, 
would have gotten away from meentirely 
had I not been relieved bya rider witn a fresh 
horse, who, running them hard for a mile, by 
the merest chance headed them towards an- 
other band that had been brought to a stand- 
still by other riders and ran themintoit. It 
was the greatest exhibition of horse endur- 
ance that I had ever seen. 

We arrivedat theranch about sundown, 
driving a miscellaneous herdof about two 
hundred, havingin it fifteen or twenty big 
geldings that we wanted. The only way to 
drive such a band was for the eight riders to 
be stationed all round the band and ride in 
that way to the corral. The next morning 
the horses we had ridden the previous day 
were 60 sore and bruised in their feet that 
they could hardly walk, and when left alone 
would at once lie down. Takinga fresh lot of 
saddle horses we followed upthe chase until 
the allotted number had been run in. 

Taking this band of 100 big wild geldings 
to the nearest station on the Northern Pacific 
Railway, twenty miles away, was no easy 
task. Ten riders on good horses formed a 
ring around the herd and maintained that 
position throughout the drive, watching 
closely the intervening gaps until they were 
securely locked in the stock yards at Gallatin 
Station,

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MAILING OF PARCELS. 


— 


RAPID GROWTH IN THIS DEPARTMENT 
OF THE SERVICE. 


Sending a Carriage by Mail to Mexico—A 
Valuable System of Mail and Merchan- 
dise Delivery Not Generally Appreci- 
ated—The Rules and Regulations. 


The upper half of a carriage was sent 
through the St. Louls mails a few days ago, 
destined for the City of Mexico, and the 
sender would have sent the body of the ve- 
hicle but the package was of more than the 
regulation size so it was sent by freight. This 
rather remarkable shipment through the 
mails was made under the foreign parcel 
post treaty, which was entered into two 
years ago between the United States, Mex!- 
co, Jamaica, the Barbadoes, the Bahama 
Islands, British Honduras, Mexico, 
the Hawaiian Kingdom, or Sandwich 
Islands, the Leeward Islands, Republic of 
Columbia, Costa Rica, Salvador and. the 
Danish West India Islands. Unsealed pack- 
ages of mailable matter may be sent by mail 
to any of the countries mentioned 
under certain conditions, but this 
system of international commerce 
does not seem to have been known 
or at least appreciated until recently. The 
growth of bDusigess in this department of the 
mail service has increased wonderfully, 
however, during the past few months, the 
volume of business in March being four times 
as great as that of January. In Janu- 
ary 261 pounds of merchandise was 
sent by parcel post. In February 856 
pounds, andin March 1,046 pounds. Most of 
this went to Mexico and a few parcels were 
destined for the Sandwich Islands,Costa Rica 
and Salvador. All the security and watch- 
fulness shown by the Government 
to the regular mails is extended 
to the parcel post system and a 
package sent through this division will be 
delivered where any of the governments 
mentioned have post-offices, either by rail, 
stage-coach, horse or foot. 

THE REGULATIONS. 

The parcel must not exceed éleven pounds 
in weight and for each pound or fraction 12 
cents is charged. Thelength of a package 
for Mexico, Costa Rica or Columbia must not 
be largerthaa twofeetor of greater girth 
than four feet. To all other countries the 
packages may be 3 feet 6inches in length and 


| six feet in girth but the mit, eleven pounds, 


is the same to all. The pack- 

ages undergo examination by Customs 

Officers in the post of entry in these coun- 

tries, and the duty is collected when the 

package is delivered. There is no delay as 

the examination is made in the Post-office. 
HOW PARCELS ARE PUT UP. 

Parcels must be securely and substantially packed 
so they can be safelv transmitted in the open mail o 
the country of destination, but must be so wrapped 
Orinclosed asto permit whetr contents to be easi! 
examined by postmasters and customs officers. 
letter of communication of the nature of a personal 
correspondence must not accompany, be written on. 
or inclosed with any pareel. If such be found, the 
létter will be placed in the maiis, if separable, 
and if the communieation be inseparab! 
attached, the whole package will be rejected. If, 
however, any such should inadvertently be for- 
warded, the eountry of destination will collect double 
postage according tothe Universal Postal 
No parcel may contain parcels 
intended for delivery af an address other than that 
borne by the parcel itself. If such inciosed parcels 
be detected, they must be sent forward singly, 
charged with new and distinct parcel postage rates. 


The postage must be prepaid by postage 
stamps.

PROHIBITED PARCELS. 

The range of prohibited matter is not ex- 
tensive, asa list of some articles already sent 
will show. There has been forwarded to Mex- 
ico and other countries in the treaty such ar- 
ticles as stockings,shoes, dresses,dress goods, 
a silk hat, set of harness, optical and surgi- 
cal instruments, drugs, underclothing, a car- 
riage wheel, a pound cake, leather, tinware 
and jewelry. Where anarticle weighs more 
than eleven pounds it must be divided into 
separate packages, the sender of the buggy 
top having broken his shipment into twelve 
separate packages. 

All parcels must be plainly directed, giving 
the name and full address of the person for 
whom the parcel is intended, It must bear 
the words ** parcel post’’ in the 
upper left hand corner and the 
name and address of the sender. 
A parcel must not be posted in the letter-box, 
but must be taken into the office of the Su- 
perintendent of Mails between the hours of 9 
a.m. and 6p.m. The sender will,at the 
time of mailing the parcel, receive a certifi- 
cateof mailing from the Post-office, All 
parcels may be liable tocustoms duties, and 
the sender of such parcel will, therefore, be 
required to make a customs dec- 
laration giving general description of the 
parcel, an accurate statement of the contents 
and value, date of mailing andthe sender’s 
signature and residence and the place of ad- 
dress, This declaration must be pasted upon 
or attached to every parcel upona special 
form which can be obtained at the office of 
Superintendent of Mails.

DYING AT QUARANTINE. 
Sad Story of a Young Nurse Who Con- 
tracted Small-Pox at the City Hospital. 


Down at the Quarantine Hospital a beauti- 
ful girl of 18 is dying of that most loathsome 
of diseases, small pox. At the Oity 
Hospital a pretty little baby boy 
is being tenderly cared for by 
a kind-hearted nurse who knows the cloud of 
shame and sorrow already overhanging the 
child’s life. The girl at the Quarantine 
and the baby at the City Hospital are 
mother and child, and _ there is a 
touching story, accounting for their sad po- 
sition as outlined above. It is the old story 
of ruin, shame and wifeless maternity, 
but there is a romantic tinge of 
brave hospital service performed by 
the young mother in her effort to earn a liv- 
ing for herself and the child of an unblessed 
union, which carries it farout of the ordinary 
run of such stories. The mother’s life has been 
sacrificed toher duty asa nurseat the Oity 
Hospital; the position of a nurse had been 
taken by her to conceal herself from her 
friends until her shame could be lived down 
in time. 

Some weeks ago Matron Harris of the Four 


Courts had placed under her charge a young | 


girl from another State who had come 
to 8t. Louis expecting to become a 
mother and wanted employment here 
for a time after her child was born. Matron 
Harris secured her a position at the Oity 
Hospital, where the girl had been sick for 
weeks, and she soon became a 
favorite through her devotion to duty. It so 
chanced that there were several small-pox 
cases at the hospital at that time, and 
the young mother volunteered to 
nurse the small-pox patients. She did so, 
contracted the frightful disease, was re- 
moved to Quarantine, and her baby left at 
the City Hospital. Matron Harris to-day re- 
ceived a letter from the head nurse atthe 
Quarantine Hospital stating that the young 
mother’s condition was most critical, her 
body amass ofsores from head to foot and 
fears entertained that-erysipelas had also 
setin. The matron has communicated with 
the young girl’s mother, and expects to hear 
from the family at an early date. 


GORED BY A BULL. 


Henry Williams Receives Injuries Which 
Will Probably Prove Fatal. 


Henry Williams, an old truck farmer, was 
gored bya bull on his own premises yes- 
terday afternoon. Williams resides on 
Loughborough avenue, opposite Carondelet 
Park. A few days ago he purchased a bull and 
had the animal brought to his farm. 
Yesterday afternoon Mr. Williams turned the 
animal out to pasture, and as he 
was about to close the gate the bull 
turned on him, knocking him down. 
One of the animal’s horns penetrated the 
left hand. Williams was relieved from 
his perilous situation by a 
farm hand. He was also 
badly bruised about the head and body. 
Medical aid was summoned immediately, but 
it is doubtful whether the man will live. 


THE SUPREME COURT. 


CASES POSTPONED BY REASON OF THE 
, ATTORNEY-GENERAL’S ILLNESS, 


Important Suits to Be Called on Monday 
Next—Movement of Troops—Gen. Gib- 
bons’ Successor— Placed on the Pension 
Roll—Capital Notes. 


WASHINGTON, April 20.—In the Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day argument 
inthe Behring Sea schooner Sayward case 
and the lottery law habeas corpus case, 
brought by the Mobile Register and set for to- 
day, was postponed until next Monday. 

Solicitor-General Taft, on behalf of Attor- 
ney-General Miller, who expects to take part 
in the argument in these cases, and who has 


not entirely recovered from his illness, made. 


the application for postponement. Mr. Taft 
stated that if the Attorney General 
was unable to attend on next 
Monday the Government would be prepared 
to go ahead without him; so there need be no 
further delay. The Chief Justice gave notice 
to-day that argument in causes on the docket 
will be suspended on Mayl. This points to 
an adjournment of the court for this term on 
the 14th of next month. 


MOVEMENT OF TROOPS. 


TRANSFER OF VARIOUS REGIMENTS—NEWS OF 
THE DEPARTMEMTS. 

WASHINGTON, D. ©., April 20.—The most ex- 
tensive movements of regular troops that 
has taken placeintime of peace for many 
years will shortly be ordered by the War De- 
partment. Allthe regiments that have been 
at their station forfour years or more will 
be moved as provided in the appropriation. 

The following are the regiments that have 
served more than four years at the 
present stations, the most of which 
will be included in the proposed transfers: 
First Infantry, in California since 1886; Second 
Infantry, in Nebraska since 1886; Fourth In- 
fantry, in Idaho since 1886; Ninth Infantry, in 
Arizona since 1886; Tenth Infantry, in New 
Mexico since 1884; Seventeenth Infantry, in 
Wyoming since 1886; First Cavalry, in Mon- 
tana since 1886; Fifth Cavalry, in Indian and 
Oklahoma Territories since 1885; Tenth Caval- 
ry, in Arizona since 1885, and Third Artillery, 
in District of Columbia and Maryland 
since 1885. It is the general 
impression at the War Department 
that Col. A. V. Kautz ofthe Eighth Infantry 
has been selected for the Brigadier-General- 
ship which becomes vacant to-day by the re- 
tirement of Gen. Gibbons. Itis known that 
the President signed the appointment ofthe 
person selected before his departure Monday 
and that the Secretary ot War left it in the 
hands ofthe Assistant Secretary on Friday 
with instructions that it will be promulgated 
on the 20th inst. Secretary Proctor was at 
first disposed to appoint Col.Otis ofthe Twen- 
tieth Infantry, but it is said that he withdrew 
the name withthe understanding that Col. 
Otis shall succeed Gen, Kautz upon the lat- 
ter’s retirement in January next, 

Later in the day it was officially announced 
that Col. Augustus Valentine Kautze had 
been appointed Brigadier-General in place of 
Gen. John Gibbon, who retired at noog to- 
day at the age of 64 years. Gen. Kautze is at 
present President of the Small Arms Board, 
which meets in New York,

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The Council Caucus Nomination for 
Secretary Displeases Politicians. 


DISPOSITION TO CHARGE MR. LITTLE’S 
SELECTION TO MASONIC INFLUENCE, 


President Walbridge Returns to the City 
and Discusses the Scheme to Relieve 
Him of the Appointment of the Coun- 
cil Committees—A Change in the House 
of Delegates Slate. 


The old time Democratic politicians have 
not yet fully recovered from the surprise given 
them by the selection of W. H. Little for Sec- 
retary of the Council by the Democratic cau- 
cus. Howa comparative stranger in the po- 
litical field could step in and run away witha 
$175a month prize from such candidates as 
Joe Judge, ex-Chairman of the Democratic 
City Central Committee; Willlam MM. 
Reedy and ex-Delegate John E. Mohan, 
is something they do not clearly 
understand. Itis well known that Ed But- 
ler wanted Judge slated for the place, while 
the Mayor on the other hand leaned strongly 
towards Reedy. Stiil the majority acted in- 
dependently of both bosses and selected a 
gentieman who was not even considered in 
therace. There is some dissatisfaction among 
the politicians, who contend the place 
should have gone to some candidate who had 
invited it by party service, andit is claimed 
that Mr. Little, who is a Mason, 
owes much to his connection with 
that organization for his selection. 
Some ofthe friends of the defeated candl- 
dates seem disposed tothe opinion that se- 
cret society influence had considerable to do 
with Mr. Little’s success. 

ATTRIBUTE IT TO MASONRY. 

They claim that Anderson, Flesh, Arnstein 
and James, who are understood to have 
voted for Mr. Little; are members ofthe Ma- 
sonic fraternity. Others, including Capt. 
James Hardy, attribute it to church influ- 
ence. 

Councilman Anderson, who was for Mr. 
Little from the outset and presented his 
name inthe caucus, said this morning that 
neither church nor secret society influence 
cut any figure Whatever in the caucus. 
‘*Masonry has nothing todo with politics,’’ 
he said, ‘‘and it certainly did not make Mr. 
Little the choice of that caucus. The 
report that Mr. Little andI are members of 
the same church is likewise untrue. I donot 
belong to any church myself and I don’t 
know whether Little does or not. Mr. Little 
was selected simply because he was thor- 
oughly competent and because he is worthy 
in every respect for the place.’’ 

Councilman Wehner, who is a member of 
the C. K. of A., deciined to say anything 
about the caucus. 

CARLISLE WANTED JUDGE. 

Recorder of Voters Carlisle, who is given 
some of the credit of Mr. Little’s victory in 
the caucus for the reason that he and the 
successful aspirant are neighbors and per- 
sonal friends, said this morning that there 
was no foundation forsuch a report. ‘‘Mr. 
Judge was my choice,’’ he said, ‘‘andIdid 
all I could for him. I spoke 
to Mr. Anderson in his behalf and learned 
from him that Mr, Little was his choice. 
There is certainly no truth in the report that 
religion or secret societies figured in the 
caucus. Mr. Anderson, while a liberal giver 
to church and charitable work, is not a 
member of ang church andI don’t think Mr. 
Little is either. .I have been told that Mr. 
Little had Catholic predelictions. While 
he was not my choice for the secretaryship, 
yetIcan say that no more competent man 
could be chosen. He is a hard worker, and Is 
careful and conscientious in everything. e 
has had much experience in legislative 
bodies, and could have been J. G. Carlisle's 
secretary when he was Speaker of the Na- 
tional House of Representatives if it had not 
been for his ill-health at the time.’’ 

J. N. Judge, who expected the Secretary- 
ship, had nothing to say about his defeat 
further than that he was reasonably sure of 
the place before the caucus met. He could 
not say what influences secured Mr, Little’s 
selection. 

The claim that secret society influence en- 
tered the caucus finds an off-set in the fact 
that Councilman Sloan supported Judge. Mr. 
Sloan isa Masonand Knight Templar of con- 
siderable prominence. He had promised to 
support Judge and from all accounts did his 
best to get a majority over to his way of 
thinking. 

The friends of Mr. Little take exception to 
the statement that he ts not a Democrat. 
They say that he always was a Democrat, 
and proposes to remain one. He came here 


in 1881 from Washington, where he repre- 


: 


sented the Scripps News Bureau. Prior to 
that time he lived in St. Clair County, Mich., 
where he served two years as Chairman of 
the County Democratic Committee. He also 
overcame a Republican majority of 1,800, and 
was elected Superintendent of Schools for 
that county, and later on served five years as 
Deputy Circuit Clerk. 


President Walbridge Returns. 


From the free and unrestrained way in 
which the members of the Democratic end of 
the Council discuss the question of electing 
committees, instead of permitting the Presi- 
dent toappoint them,it is safe to presume 
that they will make the attempt as outlined 
in the Post-DISPATCH some days ago. 

The planin brief is to amend the general 
rules of the Council before adopting them, so 
that rule 15 will provide for the election of 
committees by a majority vote. As the rule 
stands now they are appointed by the Presi- 
dent, and can only be changed by atwo- 
thirds vote. This move will give the Demo- 
crats additional power, as they can almost 
dictate the reports to be made by the com- 
mitteestowhom the Mayor’s appointments 
are referred. 

Mr. Cyrus P. Walbridge, the President of 
the Council, returned tothe city this morn- 
ing. He was asked: ‘‘What doyou think of 
the plan to take the appointmentof commit- 
tees out of your hands?’’ 

**Well, Idon’t exactly know, but there is 
no telling to what extent. the new majority 
wili go. WhileI was away lIthought over 
the committee question pretty carefully and 
I think Ihad them arranged so that they 
would satisfy everybody. Personally I don’t 
care in the least how the committees are ap- 
pointed, asIhave no axes to grind, but I 
would like, for the sake of the city, to see a 
little care and judgment shown inthe selec- 
tions.’’ 

‘‘How doesthe arrangement between you 
and Mr. Sloan stand now?’’ . 

‘Oh, that is off. Theonly arrangement 
there was, was an understanding that in case 
I did not return in time he should hold up the 
organization until I came back. Mr. Sloan is 


now. as far as I am concerned, under no obli-. 


gations to do anything but just what he 
chooses.’’ 

Mr. Walbridge had just heardofthe caucus 
selections for Secretary andassistant and 
said that he was greatly interested in getting 
a good secretary as the position wasa very 
important one. He willcall the new Council

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THE SUITOF THE WIFE DISMISSED BY 
THE COURT. 


Mrs. Helen J. Powers, a Wealthy Widow, 
Adjudged Insane and a Guardian Ap- 
pointed for Her — Suffering From 
Nymphomania 


Upon opening court this morning Judge 
Valliant dismissed the divorce suit of Mrs. 
Medora Papin against her husband, Leon J. 
Papin, and rendered the following written 
opinion in the case: 


The plaintiff and defendant were married in 1852; 
the evidence has reviewed the whole period of their 
married life. It appears that fifteen years ago the 
defendant was addicted to intemperance and that 
that was the source of all the misconduct which Is at- 
tributed to him. From that source also 
flowed chiefly the misfortunes which oppressed 
the family. ut whatever opinion we may have of 
the defendant’s conduct in former years it is very 
clear from the evidence that for the last ten years 
there has been a markea change forthe better. In 
the last four years there has been little to complain 
of andin the last two years his conduct has been 
almost without serious reproach. 

Un the other hand, for the last four years or more, 
his wife has cast him offand he has been barely 
tolerated under the roof by heran: their children. 
In former pease, when the things of 
which the plaintiff now complains occurred, the 
family were entirely dependent onthe defendant; 
they are now independent of him, The children are 
grown and are able and willing to sappert themselves 
and their mother. They bore with him then, they 
have no patience with him now. 

The p aintiff and defendant have lived together 
nearly forty years; they bearan honorable name and 
but forthe above mentioned acts of intemperance 
and acts traceable directly theretoand which occurre 
years ago, the defendant has done nothing to tarnish 
the family name. They have lived to see their children 
grow up yy and women of intelligence and 
character to honor their old age. They are of one 
faith and ong’baptism, in which they both recognize 

be separated. That, however, would 
right to a dissolution ina legal aspect, 
e ae aspect with which the courts have 
g to do, if the evidence justified it. But the 
e in this case does not justify it. 
The/plaintiff’s bill is dismissed.

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A DANGEROUS HUMORIST. 


J. M. Hill’s Playfulness Nearly Fatal to an 
Acquaintance. 

CINCINNATI, O., April 20.—The playfulness 
of Theatrical Manager J. M. Hill is of rather 
anelephantine and dangerous description. 
and his acquaintances all heartily indorse the 
sayingin reference to being delivered from 
their friends. Mr. Allen O. Myers is now 
slowly recovering from the results of Mr. 
Hill’s peculfar ideas of what constifutes a 
joke. His life wasin serious danger for sev- 
eral days, but as he is blessed with a remark- 
ably strong constitution there is no longer 
any fear that Hill’s’ humorous proclivities 
will cost him his life. Mr. Myers said: 

‘*The affair happened this was:I was stand- 
inginthe Grand Hotel and had just finished 
a glass of soda water when J, M. Hill stepped 
up behind and playfully threw his arm 
around my neck. He gave me the ‘strangle 
hold,’ and bent me back. On reaching the 
corner of Fourth and Plum streets I felt weak 
and faint and leaned against the iron railing 
for support. My companion became fright- 
ened and led me to Dr. Minor’s office, where 
I had a violent hemorrhage. 

‘* After careful examination the doctor said 
that in bending me back Hill had torn my 
larynx and injured the bronchial tubes. He 
said thatI had also broken a small ‘Dlood 
vessel in the neck. Iwas assisted to my 
home on Walnut Hill, and about 5 o'clock in 
the morning had another hemorrhage, which 
came near strangling me. At9 o’clock I 
had still another, and becoming alarmed I 
started down town to see Dr. Judkins, my 
family physcian. I had hardly entered his 
office when I was taken with two more 
hemorrhages. After spending some time on 
the doctor’s lounge I was placedin a buggy 
and taken home, Dr. Judkins told me exactly 
what Dr. Minor said the night previous. Ido 
not feel at all unkindly towards Mr. Hill, for 
we are the best of friends, and the accident, 
while it was serious, was only the result of 
play. The doctors say that they have never 
heard of so simple.a cause for so bad an accl- 
dent. Ihave sufféred no pain, and can only 
tell that I have been injured by a feeling of 
oppression in my lungs.’’ 

Mr. Myers looks pale and emaciated, and 
his physicians say he is permanently injured.

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THE PRESIDENT’S NEW LIGHT. 

The most noticeable effect of the defeat 
‘of the force bill and of the emphatic re- 
buke administered to its advocates last 
November is presented in the speeches 
which the President is now making in the 
South. The gontrast between those 
speeches and the speeches made by him 
and other supporters of the force bill illus- 
trates most strikingly the effect of that 
election upon President HARRISON’s ideas 
as to the ways and means of securing a 
second term. 

Before the returns from that election 
came in his expressions all indicated a 
settled belief on his part that the chief 
occupation of the Southerners was shoot- 
ing his postmasters and marshals, perse- 
cuting and butchering negroes and sup- 
pressing Republican votes by force and 
forgery. Now his speeches are aglow with 
praises ofthe South’s remarkable indus- 
trial progress and wonderful prosperity. 
Now, instead of addressing the Southern 
people asa lot of Anarchists incapable of 
maintaining free government or holding 
fair elections or appreciating the oppor- 
tunities of peace and order, he fills his 
speeches with facts and figures vindicating 
them from all such aspersions and indicat- 
ing that the passage of the force bill would 
have been a monstrous political blunder 
and a ruinous blow at the prosperity of the 
whole country. 

Before hearing from the people last No- 
vember his hope of re-election in 1892 
seemed based altogether on the favor of the 
trusts and corporations, supported by laws 
toenable his administration to hold its 
own elections, make out its own election 
returns and do its own certifying with as 
little reference as possible to the people of 
any section, and with no reference at all to 
the South, except as a section stillina 
state of insurrection against peace, order 
and civilization. Now he thinks of noth- 
ing but thanking those same Southern peo- 
pleinthe name of the United States for 
their wonderful contributions to our 
national prosperity and for the part they 
nobly bear in setting’ our Union upon the 
highest pinnacle of civilization, an ex- 
ample and a guide to all nations. 

The old way of seeking re-election by 
approaching the people as an appreciative 
fellow-citizen devoted to their rights and 
welfare, will make Mr. HARRISON a far 
stronger candidate than he ever would 
have been with any force bill the Reed 
Congress could have devised. 


MISPLACED FAVOR. 


The Canadians are complaining that the 
Canadian Pacific carries freight cheaper for 
usthanforthem, They say it discrimin- 
ates against Canadian shippers by carrying 
wheat from Winnipeg to Portland, Me., 
for 42% cents and to Boston for 37% cents 
per hundred pounds while it charges 50 
cents'for the same wheat to St. Johns, New 
Brunswick, and 62% cents to Halifax. 

That American trunk lines are as much 
opposed to this sort of discrimination 
as the Canadians themselves is to be ex- 
pected. That they should try to deprive 
American shippers and American shipping 
points of the lower rates offered by a com- 
peting road, and be willing even to pay it 
a@ large sum for maintaining rates, would 
be in accordance with their methods. But 
why should the Secretary of the Treasury, 
an administration or a Congress take up 
the cudgels for our railroads and seek to 
suppress a competition which, as far as it 
goes, protects American producers and 
consumers from excessive rates imposed 
by our own railroad combinations? 

Our people save all that our railroads 
lose by such competition. If the Canadian 
road makes Canadian way-freights pay its 
losses on our freights, that is not our look- 
out. Let the Canadians look to their own 
government, not to ours, for protection 
from such discrimination. When our 
Government steps in to deprive us of the 
cheaper service we obtain from a Canadian 
road, and deprives us of it simply because 
our own roads cannot or will not render 
the same service at the same rate, it is dis- 
criminating against our own people en 
masse to favor corporations owned and 
operated by men of the Gould, Huntington 
and Vanderbilt sort, whose enormous for- 
tunes are increasing fast enough to show 
that they do not need such special govern- 
ment favors and protections to keep them 
out of the poor-house. 


THE report of Consul-General New of 
London on the commerce of Great Britain 
for the year 1889 shows that the value of 
the imports was nearly twice that of the 
exports, and. yet that less gold and silver 
bullion was sent outof the country than 
was broughtin. On the face of this report 
it appears that Great Britain bought more 
than it soid that year, yet the bullion re- 
port shows that the difference was not paid 
for in money. As amatter of fact, the 
difference represented the profit made on 
the exchange of British for foreign prod- 
ucts, and the report demonstrates how 
Great Britain makes her foreign commerce 
pay through free trade. 
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In his Galveston speech the President 
makes it appear that the failure of the 
Government to pay out a few millions for 
postal service is the cause of the decline of 
American shipping. Of course, if the 
Government should offer big enough sub- 


sidies there would be plenty of American 


. 
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steamship lines supported by taxation, 
but at the root of the evil lies the Repub- 
lican policy of. discriminating protection. 
The sailing of foreign-built ships under 
American colors is forbidden in the inter- 
est ofafew American ship-builders, and 
the tariff upon materials levied to protect 4 
few manufacturers makes the cost of build- 
ing ships in this country too great to en- 
able them to compete with foreign-built 
ships. Those who would establish Amer- 
ican steamship lines are thus whipsawed 
between discriminating laws, and it is 
high assurance to suggest that the people 
pay subsidies to maintain such outrageous 
dis¢riminations.

INDIGNANT DIVINES

Find it Necessary to Give a Badly 
Managed Newspaper a Lesson. 


THE STAMP OF DISAPPROVAL PLACED ON 
A CHEAP IMITATION OF P.-D. SUCCESS, 


Presbyterian Pastors of the City Object to 
the Belittling of Their Sacred Office by 
Making Them the Puppets in an Unwise 
Newspaper Plan—Ministers’ Meeting 
This Morning. 


There were two orthree Presbyterian min- 
isters absent from the regular weekly meet- 
ing this morning, which was held 
as usual at the headquarters on 
Olive mear Eleventh street. It ~ had 
been announced during the week that mat- 
ters of great importance would come up for 
disposalat to-day’s meeting anda full at- 
tendance was the result. The clergy- 
men had no sooner settled down 
to business when the subject upper- 
most in their minds was mentioned, 
that of a morning newspaper’s attempt to 
senda minister of the gospel to the Holy 
Land against his willand without his con- 
sent. Those who took part in the discussion 
did not hesitate to denounce the scheme, and 
to state their objections to the method 
employed to use the ministery and clergy asa 
means Of advertising. Not one of the clergy 
present spoke favorably of the idea of ballot- 
ing for the most popular minister, and they 
were unanimous in declaring that 
the scheme could result in no 
good, but on the contrary would 
create a rivalry, not between the ministers of 
the gospels but their congregations. It 
would give rise to bitter feelings among the 
attendants of the various churches and tend 
to draw a dividing line between the congre- 
gations of two churches of the same 
denomination, to say nothing of the 
feelings it would engender between congre- 
gations of different denominations and 
creeds. Every minister present de- 
clared that he would not allow 
his name to be used in public 
print in connection with the advertisement, 
and if that were impossible, and their wishes 
would not be heeded, they would not accept 
the free trip if voted to them by their friends. 
They also decided to request their congre- 
gations to pay no attention to the advertising 
scheme and by no means vote for a min- 
ister in the Presbyterian Church 
as they unqualifiedly denounce this 
method of advertising and money-making. 
Having expressed their views one of the 
number suggested that the stand of the 
Presbyterian ministers on the question be put 
on record and a resolution was at once drawn 
upandread. It was as follows: ' 

Resolved, That the Presbyterian Ministers’ Asso- 
ciation of St. Louis desires to place the stamp of its 
disapproval upon the scheme of a city newspaper 
whereby it is proposed to send ‘‘on a tour to 
the Holy Land the most popular preacher, minister 
or priest,’’ and we hereby declare that our concep- 
tion of the ministerial office will notallowusto en- 
ter into such acontest nor will we consent to have 
our names used in connection therewith. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted, 
and on motion of one of the ministers the 
Secretary was instructed tosend a copy of 
the resolution to the editor and proprietor of 
the morning paper which is urging free trips 
to the Holy Land against their wishes. 

This matter having been disposed of, the 
subject of Mr. Charles Gibson’s suit against 
Charles S8chweickhardt and the city of St. 
Louls to save Forest Park from 
the hands of the liquor dealer 
was brought up and discussed. Mr. Gibson 
was complimented for his displey of public 
spirit. Wishing to encourage Mr. Gibson 
and other citizens interested in the fight, the 
following resolution was adopted: 

Resolved, That as individuals and as Presbyterian 
ministers representing the Presbyterian churches 


andSabbath-schools, we are opposed to the desecra- 
tion of Forest Park by the selling therein of alco- 


holic liquors. 
Resolved, That our thanks are due to Mr. Charles 


Gibson for bringing a suit to maintain the rights of 
the people of Et. Louis to the proper use of Forest 
Park, and that in its prosecution he shall have our 
influence and support, 

Rev. J. F, Cannon of the Grand Avenue 
Presbyterian Church spoke on ‘*‘*The Agnostic 
and How to Treat Him.’’ This was followed 
by a short but interesting discussion after 
which the meeting adjourned.

Suspicious Circumstances Surrounding an 
Early Morning Blaze—A Horse Burned.

Fire broke outatthe same moment in four 
different roomsatthe lodging-house of Mrs. 
W.F. McNamara, 408 South Twelfth street, 
a few minutes after 12:30 £o’clock 
this afternoon, A still alarm was 
given to Engine No. 24, around the corner on 
Spruce street. Sergt. Boyd was soon on the 
scene, and as soon as the flames had been ex- 
tinguished made an investigation. He found 
thata quantity of rags had been placed un- 
der the bed in each ofthe four rooms on the 
second floor and then fired. The beds 
and other furniture of the value of 
$300 were destroyed. The rooms are over 
401 and 403 South Twelfth street, and rented 
by Mrs. McNamara, who has a little restaur- 
rant on the firstfloorat No. 403. Mrs. Mc- 
Namara was engaged in the restaurant 
at the time the fire broke 
out and insists that she saw no 
person about the place, She knows of no en- 
emy who would seek in this way to do her in- 
jury. <A careful investigation of the case is 
being made by the authorities of the Central 
District.

Death of Prof. James K. Thacher of Yale 
University. 

NEw Haven, Conn., April 20.—Dr. James K. 
Thacher, professor of physiology in Yale Uni- 
versitygdied suddenly this morning of pneu- 
monia, aged 43 years. He was a son of 
the late Prof, Thomas Thacher and 
graduated at Yale in the class of 1868. An in- 
vestigation in comparative anatomy of 
fishes in 1877 gave him a European reputation 
and formed the basis of the modern theory of 
vertebrate evolution.

He alleged 
that later in the evening she was taken with 
an epileptic fit while in the _ yard, 
and fell among a lot of broken bottles, 
sticks, stones and other rubbish, He also 
said that after he had taken her up and car- 
ried her tntothe house she had fallen from 
bed and ¢truckher head against the stove. 
In this way he accounts for the cuts and 
bruises.

Explosion of 74,000 Gallons of Petroleum 
at St. Paul—One Man Blown to Atoms 
—Killed in a Quarry—Fishing With 
Dynamite—Deadly Electric Light 
Wires. 


New Yor«, April 20.—A fire this morning in 
the six-story double tenement house, 194 
Henry street, caused a panic among the 
many inmates. Philip Dietz, 18 months old, 
was 66 badly burned that he will dle. 
Rosa Gambusco, aged 19 years, was badly 
injured by jumping from the third-story to 
the street. She would undoubtedly have 
been killed had she not landed on the 
shoulders of a fireman. She sustained a 
concussion of the back and was taken 
to the hospital. The ffre started 
in the apartments of Morris 
Dietz, on the first foor front. Patrick Gillen 
rushed upto the door of Dietz’ apartments, 
but it was locked. He burst it open 
and gtfabbed the two children, Mary, 
aged 4 years, and Philip, the 
latter being enveloped in flames, and when 
they reached the sidewalk was almost 
roasted to death. The building was occupied 
by seventeen families. Neither Dietz nor his 
wife could be found. The fire caused oniy 
$6,000 loss. 


DISASTROUS EXPLOSION, 


A TANK CONTAINING 74,000 GALLONS OF PETRO- 
LEUM IGNITED. 


Sf. PAUL, Minn., April 20.—At 8:45 this 
morning a terrific explosion occurred at the 
foot of Washington street, where the City 
Blectric Railway Co.’s power house Is lo- 
cated. John Johnson, a plumber, was work- 
ing under one ofthe huge petroleum tanks, 
and it is surmised ignited the gas in the tank 
by the light he held in his hand. The tank, 
containing 74,000 gallons of oil, was blown to 
atoms. Nothing can be found of Johnson’s 
remains over which to hold an inquest, An- 
other tank stands alongside the one that 
went up, and the firemen are now endeavor- 
ing to keep the flames away from it. The 
lossis about $7,000. All the electric street 
cars in the city are stopped. 


A FIREMAN KILLED. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., April 20.—Last night 
at a fire which gutted the European Hotel, in 
the business center of the city, a frightful ac- 
cident was witnessed by a large crowd. The 
hotel, a three-story structure, had in front of 
ita network of wires—telegraph, telephone 
and electric light. Charles{Warnerand John 
Brown, pipeman and nozzieman of Engine 
Oo, No. 8, were at the top of a ladder, 
the point of which, shod with iron, 
rested onthe electric light wire. Warner, 
whose clothes were wet, leaned against the 
wire; as he did so peculiar blue flames flick- 
ered about his garments and from the heels 
of his boots. He uttered a discordant shout 
of pain, betweena shriek anda groan, and 
fell tothe sidewalk. Strange to say he was 
not killed outright, not having received the 
full strength of the current, his clothes prov- 
ing a partial protection, but died ina few 
minutes. His companion was shocked, but 
did not fallandis being walked up and down 
the street to save his life. 


KILLED IN A QUARRY.

EIGHTY MILES AN HOUR. 


CHAUNCEY M. DEPEW SAYS WE WILL 
TRAVEL THAT FAST. 


Engines Encased in Steel Covers and 
Cigar-Shaped Coaches Will Probably 
Be Introduced—The Importance of 
Abolishing Grade Crossings. 


New YorK, April 18.—There will soon bea 
revolution inthe speed of railroad trains in 
America. The tendency of the times is to- 
wards more rapid transit in travel, and the 
great railroad corporations are going to keep 
‘*in the swim.’’ Chauncey M. Depew, while 
not a believer in fast trains owing to the ex- 
cessive danger in fast running, says that in 
ten years express trains on American roads 
willin all probability be making an average 
of sixty-gve miles an hour between the big 
cities. This prediction is made with the ex- 
pepectatian of new inventions, a number of 
which are now under consideration by the 
Vanderbilt system officials. {President Depew 
does not believe that the safety devices can 
be improved onto avery great extent and 
that with fastertrains there will be more 
danger, although many existing deficiencies 
can be remedied. 
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Steel Coach and Engine With Steel Cover. 

‘**The railroad of the future will bea truly 
marvelous institution if we keep on improv- 
ngforthe next ten years as we have for ten 
years past,’’ said President Depew. It w 
be an outgrowth of the best conditions now 
existing among the various railroads of the 
world. To make the model railroad we must 
first look after the road bed. The iron tie 
will come in the course of time it is more than 
probable, and the bed on which it is laid will 
be made of stone to hold the earth filling. 
Wherever there Is liability of a washout it will 
be constructed of solid masonry.By getting the

greater rate of speed and with greater even- 
ness of motion.’’ 
ROLLING STOCK IMPROVEMENTS. 

‘*And now what of the rolling stock and 
motive power?’’ 

‘*Yes, I suppose improyements will be made 
in rolling stock, although to look at some of 
the great limited trains to the West with 
their magnificent cars one can hardly imagine 
anything more commodious or comfortable. 
The only improvements In cars that I antici- 
pate will be in the heating apparatus, and by 
reducing the weight at the same time retain- 
ing ‘the strength. It can hardly be predicted 
that there will be no change over the 
present system of heating by steam. 
While steam heating was a 
great advance over the car stove 
yet it is likely to be bettered. It is useless to 
speculate on what device will bring about 
the change. Something new is turning up 
every day. It takes time to test the new in- 
ventions and harmonize them with their sur- 
roundings. Before their utility can be de- 
termined they must be tried under all the 
conditions to which they can be subjected. 
The American sleeping car weighs about 
forty-two tons, while the English first-class 
carriage occupying a relative position to our 
sleeper will average only ten tons. The 
ordinary passenger or day coach will weigh 
about 10tons. Handicapped by the weight in 
cars, I think we make even better time than 
the English railways, where the average 
speed is fifty miles an hour. Now, an Amerit- 
can train, like the Western limited, will 
weigh, with six sleepers, baggage cars and 
the usual number of coaches, fully 400 tons. 
A similar train to accommodate the same 
number of passengers on an English road 
will weigh not more than 250 tons. So the 
future speed of our trains must depend after, 
of course, the road bed is in first-class con- 
dition, almost entirely on the weight of our 
trains. What we must do is reduce the 
weight of ourcarsand at the same time re- 
tain their strength.’’ 

NEW INVENTIONS. 

‘*What inventions have been made in this 
line?’’ 

‘*There have been quite a number sug- 
gested. The steel car is perhaps the most 
important of these, and I would not be in the 
least surprised to see steel passenger and 
| sleeping cars run on our fast lines in America 
ina few years. Mr. Buchanan, the superin- 
tendent of motive power, has in mind a steel 
car which is shaped like a cigar. 

‘*By bullding your car cigar-shaped and of 
steel you get the reduction in weight and 
the benefit in speed that is 
sure to follow a reduction of 
the resistance of atmosphere. The 
idea I believe is to have the cars linked to- 
gether after the manner of the present vesti- 
bule system. The circular form of the cars 
will not permit the wind to eddy about and 
between them. On what we call our limited 
trains with the number of cars carried by 
them, the engines are taxed totheir utmost 
capacity. We must decrease the size of 
trains as well as reduce the weight of cars. 
This branchof course necessitates an addi- 
tional number of trains; yet the population 
is not large enoughto justify taking sucha 
step. Ten years from now things will be dif- 
ferent. 

**Now, as to the engines, Mr. Depew. Do 
you believe electricity will supercede steam 
as a means of propelling cars?’’ 


You’ll find it by 


make fast time, we must have heavy engines. 

**T have been on our trains where the rate 
ofspeed was eighty miles an hour. For in- 
stance, In 1885 I made the run from Buffalo to 
Rochester at the rate of efghty miles an hour. 
On Nov. 16, 1886, a special train carried Mr. 
Cornelius Vanderbilt on the Canada Southern 
from 8t. Clair Junction to Windsor, a distance 
of 107 miles,in one hour and thirty-three 
minutes. The average rate of speed was 
sixty-nine miles per hour, although at some 
points it was seventy-eight miles per hour. 
There were but two cars in the train. Another 
fast train was run on the West Shore road 
from Buffalo to Weehawken on July 9, 1885, a 
distance of 4226-10 miles,in nine hours and 
twenty-three minutes. Theaverage rate of 
speéd of that train was 71.4 miles per hour, 

A NEW IDEA, 

‘*Mr.'Buchanan has under consideration a 
new device for increasing the speed.of our 
latest engine, which can already make 80 
miles an hour ifforced, This new idea I have 
not yet examined very carefully, but it 
strikes me as being practicable. It is no more 
nor less than asteel plate covering for the 
engine, reaching to the tender with openings 
for oiling the machine. The covering could 
be raised and lowered at will. In fact, it is 
shaped like a ship’s bow and retreats in a like 
manner. It would, Mr. Buchanan says, 
cut through the atmosphere at the 
rate of 9 =omiles an hour if it 
had the proper backing of steam. He be- 
lieves by this device at least ten miles an 
hour can be saved. The currents of air 
would be thrown off instead of eddying 
around the machinery and cab andthus re- 
tarding progress. A series of pipes might be 
utilized for oiling the machine at stopping 
points. Thereis one thing about this device, 
it will set people to thinking, and if this 
scheme does not prove of use something else 
will soon replace it.’’ 

**How about the brakes and electric sig- 
nals?’’ 

**The brakes are very satisfactory, and I 


see little chance for improvement jin that dl- | 


rection, but what Ihave already stated ap- 
plies tothe brake. Everything in this pro- 
gressive country is constantly advancing, 
and new ideas are coming to the front every 
day. I am satisfied that the best automatic 
Signals are very safe as they stand to-day. 
They have been thoroughly tested and not 
found wanting. 

‘*The train of the future will travel at a 
much greater rate of speed, if conditions I 
have named prevail in detail. But to get fast 
trains for the country the municipal corpora- 
tions will have to lend a helping hand in aid- 
ing to abolish de crossings and permitting

‘*Next to getting our perfect roadbed with 
tracks straight and level the grade crossing 
is of vital importance. It will have tobe 
abolished, and on the great roads iproba- 
bly will be in the course of a few years more. 
When the grade crossings go you raise the 
percentage of safety to life fully 25 per cent. 
Tracks will have to be depressed through 
corporate limits, and this will do away not 
only with the crossings, but with 
restrictions now laid by the munici- 
pal corporations on the speed of rail- 
road trains. Rallroadscan be depressed in 
such a manner that fast trains need not 
check their speed in passing through the 
towns. Take for example a train we are now 
running on the Central between this city and 
Albany. Last week Train No. 18 drawn by 
engine 892 made a run of twenty-one miles on 
the Mohawk Division in twenty minutes. In- 
side ofa year we can run the new engine to 
Albany in two hours and forty-five minutes, 
a distance of 144 miles. You must take into 
consideration the slowing up in leaving the 
depot in this city, the passage through 
the tunnel and the shutting of of 
steam at Yonkers, Peekskill, Poughkeepsie 
und other towns. At each of these points 
rullya minute and a half is lost from the 
time the engineer shuts down till his machine 
returns to its normal speed. If we did not

CHILDREN KIDNAPED. 


How Mrs. Niles’ Little Ones Were Spirited 
Away From Her. 

Cutcaco, T1l,, April 20.—A special dispatch 
from Springfield, 0., says: The mystery sur- 
rounding probably the most sensational case 
of child stealing since the Charley Ross affair 
has just been solved by the arrest of Miss 
Effie Cutler, Miss Bruner, Miss Batchelor and 
Miss Elien Talbot on the charge of stealing 
the Niles children atthe instigation of their 
father, Dr. Niles. Thestory of the stealing 
ofthe children reads like aromance. Mrs. 
Niles has been fghtingin the courts for the 
custody of the children for some time. Three 
weeks ago, on the evening of the decision of 
the court, the children were stolen and could 
not be found. 

Miss Ellen Talbot,a dressmaker, has con- 

fessed that she hired a horse and buggy and 
stole the children at 5 o’clock in the morning 
from the house where they had been placed 
for safe-keeping and drove them twenty 
miles to a lonely country place belonging to 
Mr. and Mrs. Cutler. Here they were kept 
and allowed to see no one. Miss Talbot fur- 
ther confessed that at another time 
she again went to the house, where the chil- 
dren were taken intoaroom,and the sunny 
haired boys, Pauland Louis, aged respect- 
ively 14 morths and 4 years, were shorn of 
their curls. They were then dressed in two 
suits of goods which Miss Talbot took out for 
them. The children were then takentoa 
town in Michigan (Howell, Livingston Ooun- 
ty). 
The father has also been arrested and 
lodged in jail. According to the Ohio statute 
kidnaping is punishable by from one to 
twenty years in the penitentiary. 

Miss Bruner and Miss Batchelor were ar- 
rested last night for complicity tn the kid- 
naping case. Miss Batchelor is the boarding- 
house keeper with whom the children were 
left.

THE CITY HALL DEPARTMENTS AT A 
STANDSTILL. 


Very Little Business Being Done Because 
of the Uncertainty as to Appointments 
—Street Improvements—The Water 
Works Lights—Municipal Affairs. 


Business at the City Hall is for the time be- 
ingat a standstill,as none of the depart- 
ments think it advisableto begin anything 
while affairs are in the present unsettled con- 
dition. There are signsof activity in the 
financial departments, where the year’s ac- 
Counts are being cast upand straightened 
out, 

Allof the heads of departments who hold 
their positions by appointment are exceed- 
ingly anxious. They have tried in every way 
possible to get information concerning their 
chances but have in every case failed. Fora 
week past various officials have tried to get a 
word with the Mayor without success, and as 
far as can be learned he has been at his office 
only once ortwice during that time. If he 
has been there oftener the fact was kept a 
dead se¢ret from the office-seekers, many of 
whom spent hours atatime waiting for an 
interview. To-day the office-seekers were 
pretty well tired out by coristant and unsuc- 
cessful visits, so that there were only a few 
of them banging around during the day. 


The Condition of Grand Avenue. 


The Board of Public Improvements will 
shortly consider on its own motion the ques- 
tion ofthe reconstruction of Grand avenue 
from Easton to Florissant avenues. The 
close proximity of the June races and the im- 
mense number of vehicles daily passing on 
this thoroughfare has called the atention of 
Commissioner Murphy to the necessity of 
making temporary repairs as far north as 
Kossuth avenue pending the action of the 
board. He has given instructions to have the 
avenue thoroughly cleaned and leveled and 
@ coat of macadam and top dressing of 
Munroe gravel placed on each side 
of the railroad tracks from Easton 
tothe east gate of the Fair Grounds. The 
roadway has been in a wretched condition 
ever since the Citizens’ cable was laid along 
its center, asthe rafis were laidtothe es- 
tablished grade, which is nearly two feet 
below the existing grade. Rolla Wells, the 
President of the Fair Grounds Association, 
had aconference to-day in reference to the 
matter and the orders given by the Commis- 
sioner will insure a good driveway to the 
race track during the June meeting and to 
the Fair Grounds during the fall exhibition. 


Testing Inventions. 


Park Commissioner Klemm has another in- 
vention on his hands now, which the inven- 
tor is desirous of introducing in Forest Park. 
The invention ts a bow-facing attachment 
for row-boats, and is so contrived that the 
operator can work itand be facingin the dil- 
rection the boat is goingat the same time. 
Mr. Kliemm is making experiments with the 
machine, and will in all probability make ar- 
rangements to have the inventor put oneor 
two on the lakes in the park. 

The other invention in which the Board of 
Public Improvements is more or less inter- 
ested is doing well. This is the contrivance 
devised by Mr. Holmanand Supt..O’Relilly of 
the lighting department for cutting wires 
without climbing the pole. 

The model will be finished in a few days 
and then a public test will be made. A sec- 
tion of Twelfth street will be taken and the 
poles stripped of wire against time to test 
the rapidity of the invention. 


A Long Climb. 


Supt. Ayer of the Municipal Electric Light 
Co. senta request to Supt. O’Reilly to-day 
asking to have duplicates ofa huge iron key 
made. The key weighs about two pounds and 
opens the old-fashioned lock on the old Water 
Tower. Some time ago, under an ordinance, 
electric lights were erected on both the tow- 
ers for the benefit of the residents of North 
St. Louls. The lighting company has been 
putto the expense of payingaman extra 
wages to attend to these lights, as no one 
could be found who would climb the stairs 
every day to change the carbons in the lamps 
unless they were paid almost double wages. 


Only One a Week. 


To-morrow the Boardof Public Improve- 
ments will consider the plan of holding only 
one meeting a week,.during the summer 
months. The charter provides for only one 
meeting, butasa matter of convenience for 
the public it has been the custom to hold 
two, one on Tuesday and one on Friday. 
The members are allin favor of abandoning 
the Friday meetings and calling special meet- 
ings whenever they may be deemed neces- 
sary. 


Repairing Floriesant Avenue. 


Commissioner Murphy is in receipt daily of 
letters thanking him for the condition in 
which he is now placing Florissant avenue. 
It is being repaired with macadam covered 
with a thick layer of red cement gravel, all of 
which is thoroughly compressed with one of 
the largest rollersin the department. Flor- 
issant avenue from Grand avenue to the 
cemeteries is one of the most constantly used 
driveways in the city, asitisthe main thor- 
oughfare to the cemeteries and to Jennings 
Heights on the extreme northern city limits, 
The Undertakers’ Association and all the liv- 
erymen ofthecity are interested in havinga 
good roadway as fully three-fourths of all 
their funerals pass Over this avenue. 


Widening Main Street. 


It is understood thatan ordinance may be 
introduced in the next Sssembly providing 
for the widening of Main street, from Clinton 
street to Carr. Main street has now four 
tracks laid by the Merchants’ Terminal and 
Keokuk & Northwestern railroads. This re- 
stricts the roadway on the east and west side 
to about ten feet, which does not permit of 
the use of the street for hauling purposes. 
The manufatturers on the line of Main street 
are complaining bitterly of the inconvenience 
and expense entailed upon them by the plac- 
ing of four tracks on the narrow roadway, 
thus practically cutting them or 
from all shipping facilities. This it is sup- 
posed has given rise to the demand for ad.- 
ditional room and the widening of Main street 
on the west side seems to be the only solution 
ofthe trouble. It isargued that it will cost 
less to dothis now than when the street is 
lined with freight depots and railroad struct- 
tures, which will certainly be the case in a 
few years. 


Improving Clinton and Chambers Streets. 


That portion of the improved nofthern 
wharf not under lease commences at Cham- 
bers street and extends north to Ferry street. 
Within that district there are practically only 
three outlets from Main street to the wharf, 
viz., North Market, Harrison and Ferry 
streets. At and south of North Market street 
are located the Madison Ferry Co., the Drake 
Hardwood Lumber Co.,the new 8st. Louis 
and new Missouri Sand Oos., the Clin: 
ton street dump, the new Farmers’ 
Elevator and other industries that de- 
mand other improved streets to the 
river. Chambers and Clinton streets are im- 
proved west of Main street, and petitions to 
continue the improvements to the river are 
now before the Street Department. Cham- 
bers street is now obstructed with lumber 
plies that must be removed in case the pro- 
posed improvement is recommended by the 
Street Commissioner

REV. HEBER NEWTON. 


A Sermon Which Was a Surprise to Some 
of His Hearers. 


New York, April 20.—Rev. R. Heber New- 
ton, from the pulpit of All Souls’ Church, 
yesterday answered the remonstrance against 
his action in allowing clergymen of other 
than the Episcopal denomination to officiate 
in his church during Lent. He did so by 
preaching from the appropriate text, 
**‘And there shall be one flock under 
one fold,’’ arguing that were there but 
one true fold it should be endeavored to bring 
all sheep into that fold. But in the ab- 
sence of any such form of sheep- 
fold, it would be arrogance for 
any church to claim to De the 
only true fold. Nineteen centuries of study of 
the words and life of Jesus had now produced 
the picture of many shepherds under the one 
good Shepherd,refusing to perform the Shep- 
herd’s work in other folds and refusing, also, 
toallow other shepherds in their fold. In 
following out this thought he alluded to the 
uncompromising lines drawn between the 
various creeds, and closed by urging the ne- 
cessity of co-operation, of lowering the walls 
that divide the folds -.and of all Christian 
churches walking together to christianize 
the Pagan world. He said also that his state- 
ment in the Churchman a week ago gave his 
views on the subject. 

CHURCH FOLKS STRIKE. 

NEWARK, April 20.—The Fulton Street M. B. 
Church society of thiscity is ona strike. 
Its appointed pastor resigned some months 
ago and the pulpit was supplied by Rev. Wm. 
E. Simpson of the Columbia Conference, Ore- 
gon, whois finishinga theological course at 
Drew.

THE REIGN OF TERROR. 


ITISINSTITUTED BY A GANG OF YOUNG 
HOODLUMS. 


A Whole Neighborhood Subjugated—Ter- 
rible Treatment of Misses Nellie and 
Annie O’Brien—Judge Anderson Fines 
Two Members of the Crowd. 


A disturbance-of-the-peace case, tried this 
morning before Judge Ariderson in the Sec- 
ond District Police Court, developed a strange 
condition of affairs existing in one section of 
the city. It appears thatin the neighbor- 
hood of Cass avenue and Cleary street, in the 
heart of Kerry Patch, there exists a gang of 
young hoodlums, who have been running 
with a high hand and 
have terrorized that entire section. They 
have been committing depredations of all 
sorts, but have been held in such fear by the 
neighbors, who have suffered by them, that 
noone dared make complaint lest he should 
be made the object of their vengeance and 
subjected to all sorts of persecutions. 

This morning Judge Anderson had three of 
the gangup before him. They were Thomas 
Sutter, John Cahill and Frank Heffner, and 
they were charged with disturbing 
the peace of Misses Annie and 
Nellie O’Brien, who reside at 1422 Cleary 
street. Sutter had his case laid over until to- 
morrow, but Cahilland Heffner went to trial 
and were fined $10 and costseach. It ap- 
peared from the testimony that about 
midnight Saturday this and 
several others whose names are 
unknown boldly went to the home 
of the O’Brien girls and attempted to force 
their way into the house. They had a keg of 
beer with them. The young ladies, who had 
already retired to bed, heard sounds of loud 
swearing and the throwing of stones. They 
raised a window to learn the cause of the 
disturbance and several precocious young- 
sters attempted to get into the room by 
crawling through the window. 

CALLED IN THE POLICE. 

‘‘When I saw this,’’ said Miss Annie 
O’Brien on the stand this morning, ‘‘I be- 
came scared and ran for the police. AsI 
went out the door some one grabbed my arm 
and told me that I had better go back tothe 
house, but I refused todoso. I got loose and 
ranaway. There were eightor ten young 
men there and as I ran away they ap- 
plied the most vile epithets, some 
of them even throwing stones at me. It must 
have taken me halfan hour to get a police- 
man, and when we returned the boys were 
stillat the house. They had taken complete 
possession of the rear part of the building, 
and were drinking beer and carousing to 
their hearts’ content, singing lewd songs and 
otherwise making life miserable for the peo- 
ple near them. When we went into the 
house we found my sister, Nelile, all bloody, 
from having been struck with stones, which 
these boys threw. She was so badly hurt 
that she is unable to be in court to-day, her 
face being bandaged up and one eye com- 
pletely closed.’’ 

Thomas Sutter cross-examined the prose- 
cuting witness, attempting to show that the 
girls had a visitor at that late hour, but Miss 
O’Brien indignantly denied the imputation. 
She said further that these boys had never 
been to her house before, but that she knew 
Cahill and Heffner by sight, because they 
lived in the same nighborhood. 

RESISTED THE OFFICERS. 

When Officers Houlihan and Varwig arrived 
on the scene the young hoodlums deserted 
the beer and took to their heels, the three 
named being captured and taken to the Third 
District Station. They attempted to resist 
arrest, but were overpowered. The officers 
testified to seeing Miss Nellie O’Brien. 
They stated that she was badly 


trio 


bruised about the head. She had 
a bad cuton thelefttemple and otherwise 
showed the terrible effects of her treatment 
atthe hands of the youngsters. Sutter, the 
police say,is wellknown tothem, having 
served a term inthe Jefferson City peniten- 
tiary for grand larceny. He also once es- 
caped from that prison. The officers testified 
to the terrorizing methods lately employed 
by these young hoodlums, saying that people 
were generally afraid to make complaint, as 
swift vengeance, inthe shape of ail Kinds of 
annoyances quickly followed. It is thought 
that these convictions will havea quieting 
effect on the entire gang.

THE PRESIDENT’S TOUR. 


Cordial Reception at San Antonio, Tex.— 
The Mexican Colony. 

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., April 20.—The Presiden- 
tial party arrived at 9 o’clock this morning 
promptly on time. For the first time since 
their departure from Washington they were 
welcomed in a heavy rain storm. The recep- 
tion was most enthusiastic under the circum- 
stances. The effect of the liberal street deco- 
rations was, however spoiled by the steady 
downpour, which necessitated the abandon- 
ment of all outside ceremonies. The Recep- 
tion Committee included Mayor Callahan, 
representative citizens and a number of lia- 
dies. The President was received with a mil- 
itary salute of twenty-one guns, and on leay- 
ing the train“ was escorted through a 
line composed of Grand Army men 
and Confederate veterans. The party 
were thentaken in carriagesto the Grand 
Opera-house, which was beautifully decor- 
ated for the occasion. 

Addresses of welcome were made by Gov. 
Hoggand Mayor Callahan and responded to 
by the President, Secretary Rusk and Post- 
master-General Wanamaker. The President 
then held a public reception which was 
largely attended. A short visit was after- 
wards made to the military post at Fort Sam 
Houston, where the party were entertained 
by . Gen. Stanley and staff. 
The Presidential party left here 
at 12 o’clock for El Paso. amid the cheers 
ofan enthusiastic crowd. A feature of the 
reception here was the general participation 
of the Mexican colony. 

TO WELCOME THE PRESIDENT, . 

Et Paso, Tex., April 20.—Gov. Carill of 
Chihuahua, Mexico, arrived to-day, accom. 
panied by his staff, to participate in the re- 
ception to be tendered President Harrison 
Tuesday. The Gcvernor’s staff numbers 
twenty-five officers. He turned over to Mayor 
Caples of El Paso the Eleventh Battalion 
Band of Mexico, consisting of forty-five in- 
struments, to participate as ordered by the 
Mayor inthe reception. The city ts rapidly 
filling up with people from New Mexico, Ari- 
zona and old Mexico.

THE AUSTRALIAN’S IDEA OF TRAINING 
FOR A FIGHT. 


& 
St. Louis Wins a Game From Louisville— 
John A. Morris’ Experience on the En- 


The glove fight before the California Ath- 
letic Club between Peter Jackson and James 
Corbett 1s still a month off—May 21 being the 
date set—yet it is the leading topic of conver- 
sation inthe pugilistic world. Corbett has 
already gone into training and says he has 
entirely recovered from the attack of sick- 
ness which made him abandon his 
Eastern sparring tour- and return to 
California in hopes of building up his 
constitution preparatory to beginning active 
training. Hehas commenced his training, 
with Donaldson and Delaney to handle him, 
and is already said to be in excellent condl- 
tion. The only fear is that he may be got fit 
for the fight too soon and be a trifie stale 
when the contest occurs. It is believed that, 
like Jackson, he is of a very sensitive nature 
in that respect, and that the slightest mishap 
is apt toaffect him very seriously. Fitzpat- 
rick says he does not want more than 
four or five weeks in which to train 
Jackson, as experience has taught him that 
the latter cannot stand more than that 
amount of work and toward the end has to 
be watched very closely to prevent his becom- 
ing stale. Jackson bas his own ideas about 
training. He will do most of his indoor exer- 
cise at night. He has demonstrated satisfac- 
torily thata man who fights at night should 
do the heaviest part of his work—that Is, bag 
punching, etc.—at or about the time he will 
engage in the fisticcombat. Not only does 
Jackson train at night between the hours of 
and 10 o’clock, but while undergoing the 
sweating process he has his improvised gym- 
nasium made brillant by numerous lights, 
which, he believes, will materially assist 
to familiarize him tothe glare of the power- 
ful club lights at a time when fighters who 
are in training, as a rule, are taking their 
best sleep. Jackson, generally speaking,uses 
good judgment in all matters, and therels a 
good dealoftruth in his statement that a 
man’s eye must be clear and quick when he 
facesanopponent. ‘‘Sleep,’’ says Jackson, 
‘thas a great command over man, and when 
@ pugilist has been accustomed to go to rest 
at any certain hour, no matter what the ex- 
Citement may be, he will feel the effects of 
combating itata time when he should be 
feeling as bright asa dollar.’’ 

The betting is at present in Jackson’s favor, 
and is apt to remain so on account of his su- 
perior experience inthe ring. Corbett’s rep- 
utation rests in his having the best ofa short 
set-to with gloves with Jake Kilrain, and 
that indicates little in afinishfight. He is 
undoubtedly clever, butisan untried quan- 
tity toa very large extent. 

THE NEW ORLEANS ATHLETIC CLUBS. 

The San Francisco newspapers claim that 
the New Orleans athletic clubs are ina bad 
way, but then the San Francisco people are 
jealous of the Crescent City’s prominence in 
a pugilistic way. This what the Report says: 

The Audubon Club of New Orieans, which 
first gained prominence by giving Bob Fitz- 
simmons a match with Arthur Upham, is, as 
the Report recently predicted it would be, on 
its lastlegs. The club was never a paying 
institution, but struggled along waiting for 
a chance to make a big match that would put 
it on its feet, like the New Orleans Olympic 
Club,which had no financial standing until its 
plucky managers undertook the Fitzsimmons- 
Dempsey meeting. Ex-PresidentPeterson of 
Olympic Club was recently pla in charge 
of the Audubon’s affairs and it was generally 
conceded that if he could not keep the club 
going noone could. Mr. Peterson has so far 
falledand the New Orleans writers predict 
an early termination of the club’s career. 
Prof. Duffy, the instructor, foreseeing col- 
lapse has gone to the Columbia Athletic Olub. 
But the Olympic Club is not any too strong, 
andalthough it has made another match— 
the Myer-Bowen—there Is no telling how long 
it will survive the Audubon. 

The enthusiasm over pugilism, which was 
at such a height several months ago, has 
fallen to away below zero and it will take 
more than the Myer-Bowen fight to make 
New Orleans again the Mecca of the pugs. 

GIBBONS AND VERRALL. 

A cablegram from London to the New York 
Police Gazette, under date of April 16, says: 

Austin Gibbons, the American pugilist, who 
recently arrived here and issued a challenge 
to fight any of the 9 stone 10 pound pugilists, 
has not had long to wait for an engagement. 
Jem Verrall, who recently defeated Sammy 
Blakelock, well known in America, agreed to 
fight the American. The pugilists and their 
backers metatthe Sporting Life office to-day 
and signed articles to fight at 9 stone 8 
pounds, the championship of the world anda 
purse of £225 offered by the Pelican Club.

THE ‘‘TROTTING REGISTER’’ TROUBLE. 

Cuicaco, Ill., April 2.—J. H. Wallace of 
New York, proprietor of the Trotting Horse 
Register , now in this city, said last evening, 
regarding the troversy concerning *a 
turf register: ‘‘My price is not 1 cent less 
than $200,000. The Register is five years older 
than the National Breeders’ Association. 
The Register earned $17,977 in the six months 
from Oct. 1, 1890, to March 1, 1691. That is 
nearly 3 per cent on the capital stock of 
$100,000, or 18 per cent on my price, $200,000. 
If the Register is ieft on my hands I shall at 
once reduce the fee for registration one-half. 
My stronghold is in the numbers attached to 
the horses in it, which were assigned in my 
office and accentuate my rights under the 
copyright law. If another Register is started 
the registration fee will not be reduced. I 
must in that event fight my opponents in the 
courts out of the Register’s income. I own 87 
per cent of the Register stock. The Kentucky 
influence which has taken away everything 
in the trotting horse line is that which is 
most pronounced against me.’’

ATHLETICS. 

Asa general thing the new member of an 
athletic club is puzzled to know what branch 
of athletics he is best fitted for. Some 
authorities contend that they can tell exactly 
what line of sport a man is best adapted for 
by taking his physical dimensions. Thisisa 
decidedly absurd proposition, as it has quite 
often been demonstrated that a man who to 
all appearances would make a first-class 
boxer has proved to be a failure in that par- 
ticular line of sport, whereas he made a 
marked success in other branches of 
athletics. Ths subject of physical proport- 
tions of athletes created considerable discus- 
sion in several Irish journals during the sum- 
mer of 1887, when W. B. Page, holder of the 
best record in the world for the running 
high jump, was competing against Irish- 
men. P.J. Kelly wasthe best high jumper 
in Ireland at the time, and he and Page tied 
at the great height of 6 feet 1% inches. 
Nothing can show the dissimilarity of the 
build of two great athletes more than that of 
Page and Kelly. The latter stood 6 feet2 
inches and weighed 192 pounds in athietic 
costumge. Page was 5 feet 6% inches high and 
weighed 128 pounds. Spectators who watched 
the trials wondered how it could be possible 
that such a small man as Page could clear so 
many inches over his head, and also why a 
man of such great weight as Kelly could ever 
accomplish such a grand performance. A 
study of athletics will convince the most 
skeptical that the only way an athlete has of 
determining the branch of athletics he is 
best fitted for is to have atry at them all and 
then to use his judgment asto which he is 
most likely to excel in. 

ATHLETICS IN NEW ZEALAND. 

Ten thousand people witnessed the Auck- 
land (New Zealand) amateur athletic cham- 
pionships on the 6thof February last. An 
exchange says:

CHESS. 

Capt. George Henry Mackenzie, the Amer- 
ican chess champion, who died in New York 
Tuesday, was ascionof an ancient Scottish 
family, and, according to the Chess Monthly, 
was born near Aberdeen on March 24, 1537. 
When about 20 years old he was gazetted toa 
commission in the Sixtieth Rifles, and after 
serving some six years with the coiors in In- 
dia, made his first appearance in that para 
dise of 
Dublin. 
The 1862 chess tournament brought Macken- 
zie prominently tothe fore. He entered the 
London handicap, receiving from Andersen 
pawn and move, and from Medley and Dea- 
con the first move only. Out of fourteen 
games played he won ten, lost two, and drew 
two. He beat Andersen in both games, Med- 
ley two to one, and with Deacon he won two 
and drew one. After this tournament he 
played a series of games with the Rev. G. A. 
McDonnell, of which the latter won a slight 
majority, but in a set match (December, 1862) 
Mackenzie won six to three and drew two. 
Among those who did yeoman’s service in 
the ranks of the Northern army curing the 
war was Capt. Mackensie, so that 
time he left England for America 
conclusion of the war he was out of 
world, and his experience of ‘mimic 
war was me rged in the stern reality.

JASPER COUNTY MINES. 


Operations and Output of the District 
Last Week. 

CARTHAGE, Mo., April 20.—‘‘Nothing suc- 
ceeds like success.’’ The operators in the 
mining districts realize this. The news of 
progress made in developing mineral has 
spread abroad, and many have been attracted 
hither, andthey in turn are making ‘‘dirt 
fiy’’ and find a rich reward. The week has 
not been very good so far as weather is con- 
cerned, owing to heavy rains at different 
times which made it impracticable to rush 
matters. Still, for the force kept at work, 
the output is good, and as many have learned 
the needs oftheir diggings and made addli- 
tions to the mining plants, hereafter delays 
occasioned by heavy rains will not be so fre- 
quent. The grade of mineral taken out has 
been very good, and good figures were 
obtained for the ore sold. 

Some of the transactions of the week have 
been large, and new managements will be 
hereafter in‘ control of some of the mines. 
Each change made brings new facts tothe 
front, as in many cases the old owners refuse 
to reveal the worth of their possessions, 


whereas the new men, in the exuber- 
ance of thelr joy on becoming own- 
ers, tell all they Know, and _ therefore 


much interest is taken by some who always 
live in doubt of the profits to be made in 
mining. Those who sell seldom wait long 
until they start off in new quarters hunting 
for mineral, In many instances the lessons 
learned before time largely aid them in their 
new experiments, as isshown inthe expert 


manner in which they conduct the 
work undertaken. It is this fact 
which accounts for the variety of 


methods and plansinthe various diggings. 
But one thing is now to be observed—the 
earnestness of the operators in taking ad- 
vantageof all past experience brings im- 
mediate results, and they do more often con- 
sult with each other on all matters, showing 
plainly that all the old time individual jeal- 
ousies are fast dying out. 

With these conditions prevailing it is cer- 
tain that the future of mining will be brighter 
as each month passes by. 

The amount of mineral on hand is still very 
large, but gradually it will decrease, as the 
demand is likely to be greater, and the stiff- 
ening of markets willinsuretothe operators 
larger margin of profits, allof which will be 
expended in still further developing the 
mines. 

The reports from all the camps show a 
healthy condition. Joplin is fully as active 
as a mining center, and will make large 
headway bereafter. Her business men and 
mine operators all hang together, and show 
a strong determination to push mining to its 
utmost limits. 

Galena and her mines are healthy. The 
developments of the week were satisfactory 
to all engaged. 

Webb City and Carterville are each lively. 
Their respective camps make heavy returns, 
and give indications of thrift on all sides. 
Much new territory is now being taken hold 
of and new companies are now operating 
with large capital, and more quickly de- 
velope than some of the older ones. 

At the Lehigh mines considerable stir has 
been noticed and so soon as settled weather 
predominates they will give the older camps 
rustle to keep ahead of them. Belleville 
camp is fullof life and reports a heavy out- 
put. From Oronogo, the resurrecteal camp 
of the county, reports are made which simply 
astonish. They have good mines without 
stint and the specimens they send out show 
the character of the mineral as first rate, 
and occasionally it leaks out that they not 
only have shines, but in some cases fifteen to 
twenty feet faces of rich mineral-bearing 
rock.
